Vail, Colo. — President Ford met with 


15 of his advisers Friday in an effort to 
formulate new policy proposals on energy 
that would both increase the supply and 
restrict consumption. 


Ron Nessen, the White House press 


secretary, described the session as 
"intense" with a "clash- of ideas," but 
one in which the "choices were narrowed 
but no definitive dedsions were made." ' 


"This'is tough as hell," Ford told the 


group as they grappled with the issues, 
Nessen reported. 
. 


He said Ford had ordered that there be 


"no public discussion" of the options un- 
der consideration, but he said: "This is 


going to be a comprehensive program and 
its going to.deal with both increasing 
supply and it's going to deal with restric- 
ting consumption, and it's going to deal 
with three time-frames: The short term, 
which is between now and 1977; the mid- 
term, which is 1977 to 1985, and the long 
term, which is beyond 1985. 


"It's going to deal with the impact of 


the energy policy on. the domestic 
economy and it's going to deal with the 
impact on the international economy and 
on international relations." 


Ford plans to announce his decision in 


his State of the Union Message to 
Congress on Jan. 20. Nessen said some of 
the proposals would be carried out 


Auditors Find Lack 
Of Internal Control

A system of complete internal control 


is lacking in the Lancaster County 
Treasurer's 
office, a report released 


Friday by State Auditor Ray A. C. John- 
son revealed. 


In a long-awaited report of the audit 


conducted by the state auditor's office 
after a shortage in funds was discovered 
in the treasurer's office in September, it 
is recommended to Treasurer Frank 
Golden that a complete study be made of- 
all procedures in his office. 


More than $111 million was processed 


through that office between July 1,1973, 
and Sept. 10,1974, which "would indicate 
the necessity for control systems, 
machine modernization and sound ad- 
ministrative control, responsive and 
responsible to the taxpayer as well as 
county management," the report states. 


Study 'Urgently^.Recommended' 


The auditors "urgently recommend" 


that a study be undertaken of such 
procedures as validating machinery, ac- 
counting records, computerization, per- 
sonnel usage and application. " 


Specifically referring to the operations 


of the motor vehicle department, the 
report says that the balancing procedure 
used by that department was inadequate 
and did not properly reflect the financial 
condition on a daily basis. 


The audit showed that on July 11,1974, 


a validating tape, or tapes, containing 
motor vehicle tax transactions for 91 
numbers was not accounted for. 


'Gaps' Found 


A review of -the numerical file of 


validated motor tax statements in the 
county treasurer's main office revealed 
that subject statements were also missing 
from the permanent file, the report says, 
noting that no attempt was made by per- 
sonnel of the office to account for such 
"gaps." 


The auditors also report that the daily 


balancing procedure used by the main 
collection office reflected cash position 
only and does not reflect depository 
balances or office investments. 


A detailed source listing of items 


carried "in lieu of cash" is not main- 
tained daily by the office, the report 
states. 


Separate Handling Important 


"Two of the more important standards 


of internal control of cash are that no one 
person should handle all phases of a tran- 
saction from beginning to end, and the 
handling of cash should be separate from 
record keeping." Johnson says. 


He contends that the county treasurer's 


office has no plan of organization which 
provides segregation or internal control 
of financial responsibilities. 


"In the main cashier's cage, we find 


that as many as four employes handle 
cash transactions," the report states. 


All of the employes use the same cash 


drawer and one or more of these four 
employes may also count the cash, in con- 
junction with daily balance procedure, 
and record daily balance, the report 
notes. 


Individual Drawers Urged 


The auditors recommend that the of- 


fice study the possibility of establishing 
separate cash drawers, using individual 
validators for eaoh cashier and vesting 
the responsibility of balancing the current 
day's receipts with each individual 
cashier. 
; 


"No person having access to cash and 


checks received in the process of receip- 
ting for daily collections should have any 
duties relating to subsequent deposit of 
such cash and checks or duties involved in 
the daily balancing procedure or the 
recording of daily balance sheet data," 
the auditors say. 


The recommendation is that another 


employe who has had no access to the 
functions of the cashier's cage and who 
has had .no part in the daily balance 
procedure should be charged with the 
responsibility of preparing the daily 
deposit. 


. 
According to the report, the treasurer's 


office uses a procedure whereby one or 
more employes who have access to the of- 
fice cash and checks can maintain control 
of the ensuing deposit of a day's receipt 
without verification as to accuracy of 
amount by personnel independent of cash 
and check access. 


Idle Funds Criticized 


Also criticized in the report was the 


existence of idle funds deposited in 
banks. 


"It appears that as a management 


prerogative, idle funds have been main- 
tained in local depositories for several 
years," the auditors state. 


Inactive checking accounts and idle 


funds could have resulted in earnings 
which would "ultimately have been con- 
sidered as cash assets available for county 
budget and levy setting," the report 
notes. 
. The report further recommends to the 
County Board that the newly-appointed 
systems analyst review the present 
cooperative computer function from the 
ultimate viewpoint of cost, independence 
and total county computerization.

The Lakota (Sioux) "most 


definitely" would not have sur- 
rendered the right to administer 
justice on their own land, an 
assistant professor of 
anthropology testified Friday. 


Dr. Raymond DeMallie of In- 


diana University said that the 
Lakota were "shocked" by the 
white custom of locking up 
wrongdoers in guard houses at 
military outposts. 


The Lakota concept of justice, 


DeMallie said, emphasizes har- 
mony and restoring the unity of 
the group. 


Punishment among the Lakota 


was based on reciprocity, and 
reimbursement for whatever 
was destroyed was an important 
method to this end, he said. 


Jurisdiction Key 


The issue of criminal jurisdic- 


tion on the land reserved by the 
Sioux under the Fort Laramie 
Treaty of 1868 is being argued in 
U.S. District Court in connection 
with criminal charges arising 
from the occupation of Wounded 
Knee in 1973. 


Defense attorneys claim that 


under the treaty the U.S. govern- 


ment has no jurisdiction on 
which to base prosecution. 


DeMallie was questioned 


closely by special prosecutor 
Duane Nelson on the terms of 
earlier treaties in which the 
Sioux appear to acknowledge, at 
various times, the supremacy 
and authority of the United 
States. 


Especially in earlier treaties, 


DeMallie said, the Indians who 
signed them did not know what 
they were signing because of 
translation problems. 


'Almost Impossible' 


DeMallie said the problems of 


translation from one language to 
another are great and "trying to 
translate between radically 
different cultures is almost im- 
possible." 


DeMallie said, however, that 


the interpreters at negotiations 
for the Treaty of 1868 were well 
known and respected. 


American Indian Movement 


leader Russell Means testified 
that "I only went into Wounded 
Knee because of the treaty." 
Those in the village declared it a 
sovereign Oglala Nation shortly 
after the occupation began. 


Means testified that he turned 


to elders on reservations to learn 
traditional Indian ways of life to 
answer the question "What is an 
Indian?" after joining the 
American Indian Movement. 


"The one thing I do unders- 


tand is that all life comes from 
the Mother Earth," he said. 
"I've been told that only the 
white man rapes his mother." 


Seventy-five-year-old Henry 


Crow Dog of the Rosebud Indian 
Reservation, in a rambling, 20- 
minute answer during testimony 
Friday morning, said that he 
tried to be a white man, "but I 
couldn't get in there. I didn't 
digest." 


'Carve Face There' 


At one point, speaking of Mt. 


Rushmore in the Black Hills, 
which the Sioux hold sacred, 
Crow Dog commented that the 
monument is as if "I go to 
Washington and Europe and 
carve my face over there." 


Defense attorneys were to call 


their last witnesses in a special 
session Saturday. 


The prosecution is to begin its 


side of the case Monday. Special 
prosecutor Duane Nelson said he 
may call three or four witnesses 
or he may call none.

such as surgery, neurosurgery, 
orthopedics and obstetrics — 
feel they dare not practice their 
professional skills. 


And those who do remain at 


their posts probably will feel the 
need to administer many tests 
they otherwise would, not have 
taken in sheer self-defense — a 
move which is bound to have an 
impact on health care costs. 


The problem is so serious that 


the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare — whose 
immediate concern is'Medicare 
and Medicaid patients — is 
preparing a special report and 
recommendations that will be 
sent to the White House and 


Congress shortly after the first of 
the year. 


One measure under considera- 


tion, according to Assistant

Dan Runyan has some hang- 


ups, 
but he doesn't mind. 


They're all part of his hobby. 


The 17-year-old Northeast 


High School senior has been 
hang-gliding since last summer. 


Since Dan has made his own 


glider, there's more to the sport 
for him than the airborne thrills. 


Notone to be discouraged by 


the high price tags on ready- 
made sails and gliders, Dan set 
to gathering odds and ends of 
materials for his own modest 
version. 


'Pretty Cheap' 


"You can get in the air pretty 


cheap," he suggested. Dan cut 
comers on costs by using plastic 
for his sail and ready-made 
aluminum handrails instead of 
high-priced aluminum for other 
parts. 


"A lot of people think it's a 


really expensive hobby," Dan 
said, quoting store-bought glider 
prices in the ?400-$500 range. He 
figures he got his kite together 
for about $30. 


Since Dan was working with 


glider model plans that needed 
to be expanded for his larger 
frame, some principles learned 
in his aerodynamics class at 
school came in handy. However, 
a miscalculation in the scaling 
sent Dan into a ground loop on 
his first trial run. 


"I shut my eyes and the next 


thing I knew, I was upside 
down," Dan recalls. But the un- 
expected spill didn't keep Dan 
down long. He immediately 
righted the wrong, and had a 
successful second try. 


Experience Counts 


From his own experience, Dan 


would recommend 
that 


homemade gliders be tried out 
for the first time by someone 


who has flown before. 


Once in the air — and Dan has 


soared to 20 feet off the ground 
— this young glider admits that 
he doesn't have much control. 
But he describes the sensation as 
"uplifting," since the air is going 
up faster than he's going down. 


Landings are gentle, he said, 


since he can stall the kite and 
ease it down. "You won't fall 
out of the air," he said. 


Although Dan has broken his 


hand once and had his fair share 
of bumps and bruises, he blames 
many of his injuries on defects 
he overlooked in his glider. To 
prevent accidents Dan suggests 
checking out a kite really well 
before it's flown. 


What seems like a daredevil 


sport is really not, he insists. "If 
you're really careful and don't 
panic, you won't get hurt," he 
said. "But I wouldn't fly without 
a helmet," he added cautiously. 


Dan also advises novice gliders 


to barely get their feet off the 
ground the first time up, and 
then work their way up the hill. 
And work it is, with a 20-foot- 
long, 40-pound kite in tow, Dan 
said. 


The son of Mr. and Mrs. 


James Runyan, 715 West Avon, 
Dan is temporarily grounded 
during winter. But he's using the 
time to plan a new tailless flexi- 
ble air foil glider. With his new 
kite, Dan will be "trying for a 
better glide and a longer flight."

Go lden that a co mp lete stu dy be made o f 
all p ro cedu res in his o ffice. 
Mo re than $111 millio n was p ro cessed 
thro u gh that o ffice between Ju ly 1,197 3, 
and Sep t. 10,197 4 , which “wo u ld indicate 
the necessity fo r co ntro l sy stem s, 
machine mo dernizatio n and so u nd ad­ 
ministrativ e co ntro l, resp o nsiv e and 
resp o nsible to the tax p ay er as well as 
co u nty management,” the rep o rt states. 
Stu dy ‘Urgently Reco mmended’

The au dito rs also rep o rt that the daily 
balancing p ro cedu re u sed by the main

A detailed so u rce listing o f items 
carried “in lieu o f cash” is no t main­ 
tained daily by the o ffice, the rep o rt 
states.

“No p erso n hav ing access to cash and 
checks receiv ed in the p ro cess o f receip ­ 
ting fo r daily co llectio ns sho u ld hav e any 
du ties relating to su bseq u ent dep o sit o f 
su ch cash and checks o r du ties inv o lv ed in 
the daily balancing p ro cedu re o r the 
reco rding o f daily balance sheet data,” 
the au dito rs say . 
The reco mmendatio n is that ano ther 
emp lo y e who has had no access to the 
fu nctio ns o f the cashier’s cage and who 
has had.no p art in the daily balance 
p ro cedu re sho u ld be charged with the 
resp o nsibility o f p rep aring the daily 
dep o sit. 
Acco rding to the rep o rt, the treasu rer's 
o ffice u ses a p ro cedu re whereby o ne o r 
mo re emp lo y es who hav e access to the o f­ 
fice cash and checks can maintain co ntro l 
o f the ensu ing dep o sit o f a day 's receip t 
witho u t v erificatio n as to accu racy o f 
amo u nt by p erso nnel indep endent o f cash 
and check access. 


Idle Fu nds Criticized 
Also criticized in the rep o rt was the 
ex istence o f idle fu nds dep o sited in 
banks. 
“ It ap p ears that as a management 
p rero gativ e, idle fu nds hav e been main­ 
tained in lo cal dep o sito ries fo r sev eral 
y ears,” the au dito rs state. 
Inactiv e checking acco u nts and idle 
fu nds co u ld hav e resu lted in earnings 
which wo u ld “u ltimately hav e been co n­ 
sidered as cash assets av ailable fo r co u nty 
bu dget and lev y setting,” the rep o rt 
no tes.

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Cancer Sfills Benny's Humor 


BEVERLY HILLS, Calif. (AP) - The 


show world reacted in sorrow and disbelief 
Friday to the' death from cancer of Jack 
Benny, whose gentle, self-effacing humor 
brought laughter to Americans for half a 
century. 
^"I.can't believe he's gone," said Mary 
Livingstone to Benny's longtime manager, 
Irving Fein. She had been the comedian's - 
wife for 47 years and on radio played his 
wise-cracking friend. 


His fellow stars responded in the same 


manner, finding it hard to imagine the 
entertainment scene without Benny and his 
myth of stinginess, his mock-serious violin 
playing, his interminable "takes" — 
staring at an audience with fingers under 
his chin as waves of laughter responded to 
his perplexity. 


"I didn't realize he was that sick, it 


happened so fast," said actor James 
Stewart. "It's almost hard to grasp. We'll 
miss him tremendously, as will everyone." 


Benny died of cancer of the pancreas late 


Thursday night. He. was 80, having 
proclaimed in comedy routines for decades 
that he was 39. 


He was active almost until the end. While 


preparing for a benefit appearance in 
Dallas on Oct. 19 he suffered stomach 
cramps. He wanted to perform and was an- 
noyed when doctors would not permit it. 


Hospital tests in Los Angeles disclosed 


nothing abnormal, and he made plans to 
appear in a television special and to costar 
with Walter Matthau in the film version of 
"The Sunshine Boys." 


On Nov. 12, Benny and his oldest friend, 


George Burns, joined in an interview for 
The Associated Press and Benny appeared 
thin but fit. 


Appearing for an award at the Hollywood 


Women's1 Press Club on Dec. 8, Benny

complained of stomach pains and had to 
leave. Burns arrived to accept the award 
for him. 


"The doctors still couldn't find anything 


wrong with Jack," said manager Fein, 
"and we all thought his pains were psy- 
chosomatic. But last Friday he had some 
more X rays and the cancer was dis- 
covered." 


Fein said that doctors decided the cancer 


was inoperable because of Benny's age. 
During the final days he was in such pain 
that he remained heavily sedated. When 
news broke of his illness the day after 
Christmas, Matthau, Bob Hope, Johnny 
Carson, Jack Lemmon, Danny Kaye, Edie 


Adams, Burns, Frank Sinatra and other 
stars paid visits to the Benny house. 
Another visitor was Gov. Ronald Reagan, a 
fellow star during Benny's years at Warner 
Brothers. 


Benny was too ill to see any of the 


visitors. They gave their sympathy to Mary 
Benny and daughter Joan'Blumofe. 


"Everyone who knew him loved him," 


said Johnny Carson of the comedian who 
often appeared on the "Tonight" show. "I 
never heard him say an unkind word about 
anyone ... I feel fortunate having my life 
touched by him." y 


Learning of Benny's death in a phone call 


from Burns, George Jessel said in Boise, 
Idaho, "If there is a place where good men 
live on, then there will be a place for Ben- 
ny." 


Jack Benny was a rarity in show business 


— a star universally liked by his fellow per- 
formers. In his radio and television 
character he was portrayed as tightfisted, 
vain; autocratic and temperamental. 
("Now STOP that!" he exclaimed to the in- 
anities of Dennis Day or Phil Harris). 


President Ford sent the family a 


telegram declaring, "If laughter is the 
music of the soul, Jack and his violin and 
his good humor have made life better for 
all men ... We will remember you in our 
family prayer." 


In real Me he was generous with his " 


money — he paid highest prices to his cast 
and writers — and time. He played<benefits 
with regularity and especially enjoyed 
raising funds for symphony orchestras with 
his tortured renditions of "The Bee." 
Unlike other comedians-'who were con- 
stantly "on," Benny was the best audience 
in town, and he roared at the jokes of 
Burns and Hope. Benny never seemed to 
say unkind things about any performers.

Thus "it appears that you have probably con-

Roger V. Dickeson has leveled more charges at 
the Lincoln Police Department, claiming 
negligence in 4,000 arrests since 1972 by police en­ 
forcing laws against drunken driving. 
The charges followed Dickeson’s allegations 
earlier this week that police have harassed persons 
picked up for driving while intoxicated (DWI) and 
have not informed them of their constitutional 
rights. 
Dickeson, president of Mid-America Webpress, 
Lincoln, responded in a memorandum dated Dec. 
26, to the point-by-point reply police made to 
Mayor Sam Schwartzkopf regarding Dickeson’s in­ 
itial charges. 


7 Possible Crimes 
Under Nebraska’s implied consent law, 
Dickeson said, “there are seven possible crimes in­ 
volved in every DWI accost and arrest: five mis­ 
demeanors and two felonies.” The felonies are 
third-offense convictions for refusing a blood, 
breath or urine test, or for DWI. 
Dickeson questioned the police statement that 
DWI suspects are not warned of their rights 
because the caution is “ not extended to mis­ 
demeanors and traffic violations.” 
When a police officer stops a DWI suspect, “he 
doesn t know the offense record of the person,” 


Dickeson said, “whether he’s dealing with a possi­ 
ble misdemeanor or a felony, and it could be both. 
“He must assume he’s dealing with a possible 
felony insofar as the civil rights of the arrested are 
concerned.” 
Dickeson noted police statements that 4,453

Leo Scherer-and Planning Director 
Douglas Brogden are lobbying to have the 
Clinton neighborhood designated as the 
major first-year redevelopment project, 
which would put that neighborhood in posi- 
tion as recipient of the lion's share of the 
initial installment of federal money. The 
City Council has already earmarked $123,- ' 
000 for redevelopment projects in the Clin- 
ton area. 


But several members of a special city 


task force studying neighborhood 
redevelopment don't want all the money 
"dumped into Clinton," in the words of 
Coleen Seng, who. lives in the University 
Place neighborhood. Seng said there is sup- 
port for spreading the federal contribution 
around as "seed money" so that a number 
of projects can get going next year. 


A task force subcommittee will con- 


sider the distribution of funds and make a 


recommendation regarding the city's 1975 
community redevelopment program. 


It is'hoped, of course, that over the 


long run the redevelopment money is 
equitably distributed. And it would be too 
bad if delays in getting projects started 
dampened the enthusiasm of residents of 
neighborhoods who are interested in get- 
ting things done now. 


But it appears that the city is intent on 


taking priority project approach and that is 
for the best. Sinking sufficient funds into 
the most immediate needs is better for the 
city as a whole than spreading a small 
amount of money too thinly over several 
projects. The latter would probably 
amount to an inefficient use of money. 


If memory serves us correctly, 


residents of the Belmont community came 
to the City Council some years ago and 
offered to wait for a year for a swimming 
pool which should have gone to them 
earlier so that the whole city could benefit 
from a second pool — a warm-up pool — at 
Woods Park which would attract ;national 
or international swimming events. It was 
the offering to wait that impressed us.

BOSTON - The death of 


Walter Lippmann has provided 
an occasion for self-examination 
in the profession that he chose 
and honored, the press.

That would 
have pleased Lippmann, for he 
believed in self-awareness in all 
institutions. He might indeed be 
said to have chosen journalism

This is ah extraordinary time 


for the press, a time of power 
and a time of doubt. Conflict has 
always been the law of life in the 
business, but never before on 
such a scale. 


The new dimension of power 


was first perceived in Vietnam: 
The press had a profound effect 
on the American public's 
perception of the war and sup- 
port for it. And then Watergate: 
The press has been fairly chided 
with trying to take credit for 
what the law in good part ac- 
complished; but without the 
continuous glare of press atten- 
tion, the law might have flagged 
and Richard Nixon might still "be 
president.

As Benny was dying Thursday and his 
friends gathered, Bob Hope said his death 
would mark the beginning of the end of an 
era, a generation of entertainers who had 
traveled the route full-cirele, from 
vaudeville to radio and movies and the club 
circuit to television, the likes of Benny, 
Groucho Marx, George Burns — and Hope, 
himself.

They Had A Dream 


From an apartm ent in 
Harlem, Langston Hughes told 
about the tribulations of his peo­ 
ple in an avalanche of words 
over a span of 40 years. 
Sometimes he told the story with 
gentle irony, sometimes with 
biting satire, but never did he 
tell it in rage. 


A versatile writer, Hughes' 
works encompassed the entire 
literary spectrum: poems, short 
stories, novels, autobiographies, 
newspaper 
colum ns, 
anthologies, plays and the lyrics 
tor a musical. 


In all, he produced some 37 
volumes of his own work, and 
out of it he came to be regarded 
as the leading poet of his race

Born in Joplin, Mo., in 1902. 
Hughes was the victim of a 
broken home He was raised by 
Ins grandmother and after her 
death, by an aunt He wrote his 
first poem for graduation 
ceremonies at his grammar 
school in Lincoln, 111 That was 
in 1915. 
Shortly afterward, his mother 
remarried and moved with 
young Langston to Cleveland 
where he attended Central High 
School and became seriously 
committed to writing After high 
school. Hughes enrolled at 
Columbia 
University but 
somehow he didn't fit and quit 
after his first year 
For the next few years, 
Hughes knocked around the 
world on a freighter, visiting 
Africa, The Netherlands, Italy 
and winding up in Paris where 
he landed a cook’s job in a Pari­ 
sian bistro. 


In 1925, he came home broke 
and took a job as busboy in a 
Washington, D.C., hotel. Then 
he got his big break. As poet 
Yachal Lindsay dined at the 
hotel one day, Hughes sum­ 
moned up his courage and 
slipped a sheath of his verse on 
the table beside Lindsay. 


Lindsay read it. was impressed 
and helped Hughes break 
through to a publisher 
That 
verse, “Weary Blues,’’ came out 
in 1926 as Hughes' first book A 
second volume followed in 1927. 
and Hughes caught a wave of 
popularity 
Feeling a need for more 
education, Hughes enrolled at 
Lincoln University and before 
his graduation in 1929 had 
written his first novel. “ Not 
Without Laughter.” published in 
1930 It won him the Harmond 
Award for literature 
Hughes’ work reflected his 
compassion for the underdog, 
the persecuted, the poor little 
people of the world, and his 
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BOSTON - The death of 
Walter Lippmann has provided 
an occasion for self-examination 
in the profession that he chose 
and honored, the press. Editors 
and commentators, reflecting on 
his unique role, have thought 
about their own. That would 
have pleased Lippmann, for he 
believed in self-awareness in all 
institutions. He might indeed be 
said to have chosen journalism 
as a profession so that he could 
devote his life to clarifying 
society’s vision of itself. 


This is an extraordinary time 
for the press, a time of power 
and a time of doubt. Conflict has 
always been the law of life in the 
business, but never before on 
such a scale. 
The new dimension of power 
was first perceived in Vietnam. 
The press had a profound effect 
on the American public’s 
perception of the war and sup­ 
port for it. And then Watergate: 
The press has been fairly chided 
with trying to take credit for 
what the law in good part ac­ 
complished; but without the 
continuous glare of press atten­ 
tion, the law might have flagged 
and Richard Nixon might still be 
president.

The new power of the press 
has aroused much resentment, 
and not only among the mighty 
whose crimes or misjudgments 
have been exposed. Journalists 
these days experience an­ 
tagonism, even raw hatred. 
Since the press is suspicious of 
power, it probably should not 
complain when its own power is 
questioned. There is in fact a 
measure of self-doubt in the 
profession. Some members of it, 
at least, worry about the charge 
first laid by Stanley Baldwin 
against the press lords of the 
1920’s, that they wanted “power 
without 
responsibility, the 
prerogative of the harlot 
throughout the ages.” 
Those on the inside know how 


imperfect an institution the 
press is. Its attention span is 
sometimes woefully short. It can 
chase the sensational at the 
expense of the serious. It is often 
inadequately informed, or lazy, 
or sloppy. Its judgment can be 
distorted by ambition. It has 
been known to be self- 
important.

True, all true. To paraphrase 
Churchill on democracy, it is 
probably the worst institution in 
which to confide our freedoms 
— except all the other 
possibilities. 


In terms of truthfulness, honor 
or dedication to liberty, the 
press in the United States com­ 
pares rather favorably with the 
standard of politicians in recent 
times. But it is the function of 
the press that matters. Its grand 
function in our scheme of things 
is to open the process of society 
to sunlight and therefore to 
criticism. Other systems have 
ways to prevent the inbreeding 
and concentration of power that 
corrupt human values. Even Bri­ 
tain, the democracy closest in 
form to ours, allows the press 
much less scope to perform that 
role. But in the United States 
there is no visible alternative. 
The freedom and power given 
to the American press make 
periodic clashes with govern­ 
ment inevitable. The year 1974, 
which began with Richard 
Nixon’s fighting the press over 
W atergate, ends with a 
developing uproar over charges 
that the Central Intelligency 
Agency spied at home. 


Perfectly honorable officials 
try again and again to keep the 
press out of delicate matters. 
Even the C.I.A., after all its em­ 
barrassments, still wants a new 
law empowering it to forbid 
publication of material it 
declares secret. It is a natural in­ 
stinct to think that difficult 
problems can best be handled 


without public noise, an an argu­ 
ment can always be constructed 
that the national interest 
requires secrecy. The short 
answer is the record.

Would the integrity of this 
country have been better 
preserved if the press had not 
conveyed the true character of 
the Vietnam war? Would we be 
better off if the courts had 
agreed to censor the history of 
that war, the Pentagon Papers? 
Would it really have been in the 
national interest to suppress the 
fact that the United States 
secretly bombed Cambodia, or 
that it worked to subvert the 
legitimate government of Chile? 


“ There can be no higher law in 
journalism that to tell the truth 
and shame the devil.” Walter 
Lippmann said that 50 years ago. 
There are occasions when 
publication is unwise; editors 
are not insensitive to those 
realities. But recent events make 
it plain that, in our system, the 
presumption 
must 
be 
overwhelmingly in favor of 
publishing. 


Officials complain that the 
members of the press are out­ 
siders, not able to understand 
the intricacies of a problem. But 
that is the point, to have scrutiny 
and criticism from a detached 
position, one not committed to 
particular policies or persons. 
Walter Lippmann said that the 
first rule for journalism was to 
remain detached from the great. 
He was famous for breaking his 
own rule; he knew and even ad­ 
vised presidents from Wilson to 
Kennedy. But he did not hesitate 
to separate himself from the 
great when they went wrong. In 
the end he was always himself. 
Those who read him knew that 
they were reading his views, not 
any other person’s. The function 
and the power of the press lie 
there: in independence.

However, there is much more at stake in Sue Bailey's 
proposal. The new ordinance that is being suggested would 
remove these appointees from the classified service, making 
them subject to termination at any time without cause. If this 
were the case, we would be faced with the same situation that 
has proved to be so devastating in other cities where chief ad­ 
ministrators of city departments, to survive, have been forced to 
bend to the political winds rather than to the needs of the 
public. 
I have lived in other cities and find Lincoln an especially at­ 
tractive place to live, at least in part due to the relatively low in­ 
cidence of crime (in spite of the oft-quoted misleading statistics) 
and its excellent fire protection and prevention.

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WASHINGTON — The “ New South” is 
among us again, riding as boldly as the 
Old South legend of Scarlett O’Hara — 
and with about the same relation to reali­ 
ty 
Ambitious politicians are putting old 
moonshine in new jugs Early this nlonth. 
on the public television s National Town 
Meeting, Georgia Governor-elect George 
Busbee and Mississippi Republican 
Chairman Clarke Reed cited my analyses 
of Dixie political and demographic 
trends, so I'm tempted to update my out­ 
line. After all, this isn't the first of the 
“ New Souths.” 


Philosophers of Southern revolutions 
ought to begin by reading historian Paul 
Gaston’s useful Í970 book entitled “ The 
New South Creed: A Study in Southern 
Myth-Making.” Although Gaston is 
referrring to the 1875-85 period when the 
term was first in vogue, the analogies are 
rather good. Then as now, “ New South” 
sloganry does not come out of the piney 
woods, bayous and fundamentalist 
chapels of the workaday South, but from 
elements concerned with Northern values 
and favor. 


The distinction is important. Both this 
current “ New South” fad and its 19th 
Century predecessor came on the heels of 
epochal upheaval in the legal fabric of 
black-white relations — first, amancipa- 
tion of the slaves, and since 1954, the civil 
rights struggle In each case, the New 
South credo has been promulgated after a 
decade or so by regional elites anxious to 
express basic adjustment to racial 
change. Back in 1879, Mississippi Senator 
L Q C. Lamar, a New South stalwart, 
claimed to know “ no Southern man of in­ 
fluence or consideration” who believed in 
the possibility of disenfranchisement 
because “ the Negro once made a citizen 
cannot be placed in any other condition.” 
Current New South spokesmen say race 
and civil rights, including busing, is a 
dead or dvinc issue 


But all too often, the New South credo 
has been based more on concern for 
fashion and Northern opinion than on 
hard assessment of the racial issue. Circa 
1875 New Southerners were hung up on 
industrializing Dixie and mimicking 
Northern progressivism Those of 1975 


take issue with helter-skelter in­ 
dustrialism; however, in doing so, they 
seem to satisfy the basic condition of pur­ 
suing the values and opinion of the 
emerging Northern elite. For example, 
the “ New South" theorists of the L.Q.C. 
Lamar Society seem as tied up with 
Northern media, foundations and univer­ 
sities as Circa 1875 New South advocates 
were with Northern industry.

At the same time, there is a real ele­ 
ment of validity to the New South argu­ 
ment. The term seems to come into use 
after Dixie has digested a considerable 
upheaval, and old-style politicians — 
protagonists of vanished issues — have 
become irrelevant. Secession was a dead 
issue in 1875, and legal segregation is a 
dead issue today. 


But while muting these issues may 
produce “ moderate” politics, it does not 
eliminate the basic cleavages between the 
races in welfare, culture, income, educa­ 
tion and all else these imply. New 
divisions will come to the fore soon 


enough, there’s always a lot of th 
South in any New South (just as the 
lot of similar tension in Boston, Ch 
or San Francisco). 


Last but not least, today’s New 
theorists are on rough terrain in na 
politics. Their biracial coalitions 
met considerable success on the 
level, running against country-clug 
servatives. But on the national 
things are different. New South stal 
are allied to the New York-Washi 
liberal establishment. Dixie voters 1 
long, wise and honorable traditii 
reaching back to Andrew Jacksoi 
Thomas Jefferson — of opposin 
presidential politics of the fashic 
Northeast. 


In the New South, the Old South or the 
eternal South, the interests of Manhattan 
Cambridge and Scarsdale are invariably 
hostile to the interests of Montgomery 
Chattanooga and Shreveport.

Winter Fires Popular, 
But Many Accidental

Winter is a popular time for fires, but 


unfortunately, not all are blazing warmly 
in the family hearth. 


People are inside buildings now more 


than in other months, State Fire Marshal 
Joe Pluta observed, and carelessness runs 
high. 


Careless disposal of smoking materials 


and cigarette-caused fires are up around 
this time of year, Pluta said. 


However, the increased number of fires 


statewide does not exceed the usual 
wintertime incidents reported 


As of Dec. 26, there have been 30 


deaths and 292 injuries due to fire this 
year That compares with 31 deaths and 
251 injuries in 1973. 


"Think fire prevention, especially in 


the disposal of smoking materials," Pluta 
advised. "Fire prevention is self- 
protection," he stressed. 


The fire marshal offered the following 


preventive "measures: 


—Heating stoves -that are fired by 


petroleum or gas should not be used un- 
less an exhaust chimney extends from the 
stove to the outside. 


—Fireplaces should not be left un- 


tended until all embers are completely 
extinguished. 


—Don't smoke after taking medication 


or sleeping pills when retiring. 


—Never smoke in bed. 
Careless smoking, Pluta said, ac- 


counted for seven deaths and 22 injuries 
last year.

Sen. Roman Hruska are watching the case of 
Brian Fitzpatrick, 24, who remains in Le- 
cumberri Prison without being brought to 
trial. 


The case gained attention last week when 


the San Francisco Examiner disclosed Fitz- 
patrick had suffered' "two severe head 
wounds and other injuries in a fight with at 
least 10 prison commandos." 


The commandos are convicts who enforce 


rules of the prison. The newspaper said Fitz- 
patrick had walked out of his cell without 
wearing a shirt, an apparent violation of a 
prison -rule. 


Mrs. Fitzpatrick said she has received 


letters from Brian about every two weeks in 
which he said the conditions were poor and 
that prisoners were treated badly. 


Brian, an Army veteran, developed a love 


for travel and toured Africa and Europe be- 
fore going to Mexico. 


Mrs. Fitzpatrick said she had almost given 


up hope but the publicity about the beating 
has changed that. A spokesman for the State 
Department told her it is "in direct violation 
of Mexican law" to hold a prisoner in jail for 
a year without a trial.

Wilson: Hearings 
On Treaty *Mess' 


Pine Ridge, S.D (UPI) - 


Oglala Sioux Tribal President 
Dick Wilson said Friday the 
federal court hearing on the Ft. 
Laramie Treaty of 1868 being 
held in Lincoln, Neb., is a "big 
mess" -which could undermine 
other claims by tribal attorneys. 


Wilson said the tribal at-" 


torneys have been working for 
two years toward settlement of 
the Black Hills claim of the 
Sioux Indians against the federal 
government. 


"I expect the tribe to receive 


financial remuneration within a 
couple of years on this claim," 
he said. "We knowvwe aren't 
going to get the land back but we 
will receive a financial settle- 
ment. 


'-The federal judges have no 


business discussing tribal af- 
fairs," Wilson said. "The 
American Indian Movement 
(AIM) is throwing a monkey 
wrench into the business with its 
involvement with the treaty." 


Wilson, a bitter foe of AIM 


and its leaders since the 1973 oc- 
cupation of the Pine Ridge " 
Reservation village of Wounded 
Knee, pointed out that the trea- 
ty hearing at Lincoln was 
granted at the request of AIM 
counsel and that many witnesses 
were active AIM supporters. 


He and other elected tribal 


government leaders have 
objected to the hearing on 
grounds that it interferes with 
legal actions instituted by the 
tribal governments. 


Wilson also said in an inter- 


view that he expects early action 
by the area oftice of the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs (BIA) on the 
tribe's demand that-Albert M 
Trimble, superintendent of the 
Pine^Ridge Agency, be-ousted. 


Wilson said the tribe's bill of 


particulars against Trimble was 
sent to the area office in Aber- 
deen early this week He said it 
cited Trimble for failure to-com- 
municate with the tribe and lack 
of cooperation with tribal 
leaders. 


Wilson said he would prefer a 


black superintendent "because 
he would understand our 
problems better than a suburban 
Indian." 


Trimble, an Oglala Sioux who 


formerly was an official with the 
BIA offices in Washington, has 
been at odds with Wilson over 
recent BIA rulings permitting 
AIM functions on the reserva- 
tion despite Wilson's opposition.

The Nebraska W ild life 
Federation Friday accused Sen. 
Carl Curtis of misleading the 
public on the Army Corps of 
Engineers’ proposal to control 
development along the Platte 
River. 
Constance Bowen, 
the 
federation’s executive director, 
said the corps, in studying the 
possibility of declaring the 
Platte navigable, “ is simply 
complying with a responsibility 
assigned to them by Congress 
some years ago.” 
In a letter to Curtis, he said, 
“ Thus your statement that ‘It 
can only be surmised from this 
that the corps is desperately 


attempting to gain control and 
impose its authority over the 
Platte River in Nebraska’ is, 
once again, misleading and unin­ 
formed.” 


He continued: “ Surely, 
Senator, there are grounds for 
disagreement . . . For the 
citizens of Nebraska to know 
where they disagree with the 
law, however, requires that they 
understand the issue, the law 
and the possible implications... 


“ To date the Nebraska public 
has been denied this right. 
“ Once again we urge that you 
and your office utilize the means 
you have to clarify this matter 


and inform the public respon­ 
sibly.” 
The federation has supported 
the corps’ actions on the Platte’s 
status because it will fill “ a 
regulatory void’’ for directing 
development of the Platte.

Winter Fires Popular, 
But Many Accidental

Winter is a popular time for fires, but 
unfortunately, not all are blazing warmly 
in the family hearth. 
People are inside buildings now more 
than in other months, State Fire Marshal 
Joe Pluta observed, and carelessness runs 
high. 
Careless disposal of smoking materials 
and cigarette-caused fires are up around 
this time of year, Pluta said. 
However, the increased number of fires 
statewide does not exceed the usual 
wintertime incidents reported 
As of Dec. 26, there have been 30 
deaths and 292 injuries due to fire this 
year. That compares with 31 deaths and 
251 injuries in 1973. 


"Think fire prevention, especially in 
the disposal of smoking materials,” Pluta 
advised. “ Fire prevention is self­ 
protection,” he stressed. 
The fire marshal offered the following 
preventive measures: 
-Heating stoves that are fired by 
petroleum or gas should not be used un­ 
less an exhaust chimney extends from the 
stove to the outside. 
—Fireplaces should not be left un­ 
tended until all embers are completely 
extinguished. 
—Don’t smoke after taking medication 
or sleeping pills when retiring 
—Never smoke in bed. 
Careless smoking, Pluta said, ac­ 
counted for seven deaths and 22 injuries 
last year.

Omaha (AP) — The mother of a man who 
has spent nearly one year in a Mexican jail 
on a charge of possessing one marijuana 
cigarette says she now has hope for his 
release. 
Mrs. Mary Fitzpatrick of Omaha said that 
both the State Department and the office of 
Sen. Roman Hruska are watching the case of 
Brian Fitzpatrick, 24, who remains in Le- 
cumberri Prison without being brought to 
trial. 
The case gained attention last week when 
the San Francisco Examiner disclosed Fitz­ 
patrick had suffered “ two severe head 
wounds and other injuries in a fight with at 
least 10 prison commandos.” 
The commandos are convicts who enforce 


rules of the prison. The newspaper said Fitz­ 
patrick had walked out of his cell without 
wearing a shirt, an apparent violation of a 
prison rule. 
Mrs. Fitzpatrick said she has received 
letters from Brian about every two weeks in 
which he said the conditions were poor and 
that prisoners were treated badly. 
Brian, an Army veteran, developed a love 
for travel and toured Africa and Europe be­ 
fore going to Mexico. 
Mrs. Fitzpatrick said she had almost given 
up hope but the publicity about the beating 
has changed that. A spokesman for the State 
Department told her it is “ in direct violation 
of Mexican law" to hold a prisoner in jail for 
a year without a trial.

Pine Ridge, S.D

Oglala Sioux Tribal President 
Dick Wilson said Friday the 
federal court hearing on the Ft. 
Laramie Treaty of 1868 being 
held in Lincoln. Neb., is a “ big 
mess” which could undefnnne 
other claims by tribal attorneys 
Wilson said the tribal at-* 
torneys have been working for 
two years toward settlement of 
the Black Hills claim of the 
Sioux Indians against the federal 
government. 
“ I expect the tribe to receive 
financial remuneration within a 
couple of years on this claim,” 
he said. “ We know we aren’t 
going to get the land back but we 
will receive a financial settle­ 
ment. 
"The federal judges have no 
business discussing tribal af­ 
fairs,” Wilson said. “ The 
American Indian Movement 
(AIM) is throwing a monkey- 
wrench into the business with its 
involvement with the treaty." 
Wilson, a bitter foe of AIM 
and its leaders since the 1973 oc­ 
cupation of the Pine Ridge 
Reservation village of Wounded 
Knee, pointed out that the trea­ 
ty hearing at Lincoln was 
granted at the request of AIM 
counsel and that many witnesses 
were active AIM supporters. 


He and other elected tribal 
government leaders have 
objected to the hearing on 
grounds that it interferes with 
legal actions instituted by the 
tribal governments. 


Wilson also said in an inter­ 
view that he expects early action 
by the area office of the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs (BIA) on the 
tribe’s demand that Albert M 
Trimble, superintendent of the 
Pine Ridge Agency, be ousted 


Wilson said the tribe's bill of 
particulars against Trimble was 
sent to the area office in Aber­ 
deen early this week He said it 
cited Trimble for failure to com­ 
municate with the tribe and lack 
of cooperation with tribal 
leaders. 


Wilson said he would prefer a 
black superintendent “ because 
he would understand our 
problems better than a suburban 
Indian.” 


Trimble, an Oglala Sioux who 
formerly was an official with the 
BIA offices in Washington, has 
been at odds with Wilson over 
recent BIA rulings permitting 
AIM functions on the reserva­ 
tion despite Wilson’s opposition

Holmes Wins 
Close /toco 
For Sheriff 


GENEVA, Neb. (AP)—Depu­ 
ty Fillmore County Sheriff Mur­ 
ray Holmes has finally been de­ 
clared the winner of the Nov. 5 
election for Fillmore County 
sheriff. 


Holmes, an eight-year veteran 
of the sheriff’s office, will 
succeed retiring Sheriff Melvin 
Olson. 
According to figures released 
Friday, Holmes defeated Don­ 
ald Kotas, assistant Geneva 
police chief, by a dozen votes, 
1,668-1.656. 


The final results came after a 
recount. 
After 
the 
first,

count was completed, Kotas ap­ 
peared to be the winner by eight 
votes, but during the canvass, 
Holmes made a net gain of 17 
votes, and won by just nine 
ballots.

"I found any deaf person would have dif- 


ficulty commanicating with the outside world," 
a young man wrote in his project diary. "It 
would be tough. It is tough. Just try a day 
wearing earphones. It isn't easy." 


The teenager who wrote those words was 


one of several ninth grade students at Pound 
Junior High School who did more than just con- 
template what it might be like as a physically 
and/or mentally handicapped person. 


While participating in an English project, 


individual students adopted and coped with one 
of the various handicaps for an entire day. 


Some were donfined to wheelchairs, 


provided by the Easter Seal Society; others 
wore boxing gloves or arm splints or used 
crutches; a number of the students donned 
earphones to simulate deafness or impaired 
hearing; and several of the minth-graders 
experience the frustrations of the mute as they 
refrained (or at least tried) from talking. 


Must Be Pertinent 


"Some people might think that this project 


is pretty unusual for an English class," said Ken 
Mumm, instructor, "but I feel that unless what

I teach in the classroom is pertinent to life — 
why teach it?" 


According to Mumm, the idea for the 


project began about three years ago, when he 
selected 'the book "Flowers For Algernon" 
(later adapted for the movie, "Charlie") as a 
reading assignment. The book is about a 
retarded man. 


"The students loved it (the book)",'he said, 


"and we talked about it and mental retardation. 


"Besides, all of us are handicapped in one 


way or another. So, we sometimes need to be 
helped. What I'm trying to do is create a unit 
stressing that it is okay to be different." 


And although the students learned that "it's 


okay to be different," many of them also found 
that being different isn't all that easy. 


Dianne Hyde, who spent the day mobiling 


around the school in a wheelchair, said she 
found it embarrassing to be carried up and 
down stairs between classes. 


Spilled Lunch Tray 


Noting that juggling a tray to and from a 


table while being seated in a wheelchair is a real

trick, Ms. Hyde admitted to spilling her tray and 
drenching the girl next to her with milk. 


"I tried to balance it on the arm of the chair 


and it tipped," she explained. 


Another student, maneuvering through the 


between-class congestion and looking rather 
flummoxed, said, "I've got to get through this 
somehow." 


When the students took the wheelchairs 


home — the ordeal continued until 8 p.m. — 
Tim Norland wrote in his required diary, "I 
found out that a regular house can't be used too 
easily. 


"Some of the rooms I couldn't even get in 


and when I answered the door for my sister's 
boyfriend, it (the door knob) was hard to reach. 


. . the furniture is sometimes too close 
together." 


Renee Redding, whose arms were encased 


in canvas and leather splints, experienced the 
stiff-jointed difficulties often characteristic of 
mentally retarded persons. 


"I found out that you can't brush your hair 


or put chap stick on your lips," she wrote. "And 
it is hard to get your purse on your shoulder." 


'Didn't Realize' 


"Now I know how it feels when you're not 


able to function very well with your hands," 
said Lisa Norman, who wore boxing gloves 
throughout the day. "I didn't realize how hard it 
would be without the full use of your hands. 


"I can't write well at all... it's hard to eat 


and I'm not able to pick up little things." 


"At home it got real boring," wrote one 


young man who sported earphones for 11 hours. 
"I couldn't talk on the phone, watch TV or 
listen to the radio. 


It's 8:05 p.m. and I've taken them (the 


earphones) off and it is really different. I can 
hear every noise, it seems." 


"You 
sure can learn a lot about other han- 


dicaps, feelings and other things too just by 
listening," wrote a young woman who feigned 
muteness. "I have learned a great many things 
from this experience. 


'Voice Great Gift' 


"I can understand that the voice is a great 


gift. Some people waste it by not talking enough 
and some use it too much." 


"Everybody is calling me 'crip' or 'poor 


thing,' " wrote Tami Green, who hobbled 
around on crutches because her knees were 
wrapped with magazines and bandages. "But I 
don't think it is funny. 


"People who aren't handicapped really 


don't realize how much we depend on our legs 
and arms, sight, hearing and hands." 


"It's really sad for people to laugh at them 


(the handicapped)," she added. "I can really 
feel the empathy Mr. Mumm was talking 
about."

DEAR READERS: If you 


were in a restaurant (or in your 
own home) and someone started 
to choke- on a piece of meat 
would you know what to do? 
Well, neither would I — until my 
friend Casey gave me the 
following information which I 
want to share with you: 


After reading that 2,600 


Americans choked to death last 
year on food or other objects, 
Dr. Henry Heimlich, a Cincin- 
nati surgeon, worked out a 
procedure for saving choking 
victims, which I think bears 
remembering. It goes like this: 


Standing behind the victim, 


place your arms around his 
waist, slightly above the waist. 
Allow the victim's head and tor- 
so to bend forward. Then tightly 
grasp your own wrist with your 
other hand and press into the 
victim's abdomen forcefully and 
rapidly, repeating several times.' 
This will push up the diaphram, 
compress the air into the lungs 
and expel,the object that is 
blocking the air passage. 


Until now, choking victims 


have often died unless a doctor 
was handy to cut an air passage 
into the throat, or use a special 
instrument to remove the block. 


Reports received by Dr. 


Heimlich indicate that 40 lives 
have been saved with this 
procedure since it was published 
in a medical journal.

trick, Ms. Hyde admitted to spilling her tray and 
drenching the girl next to her with milk. 
"I tried to balance it on the arm of the chair 
and it tipped,” she explained. 
Another student, maneuvering through the 
between-class congestion and looking rather 
flummoxed, said, " I’ve got to get through this 
somehow.” 


When the students took the wheelchairs 
home — the ordeal continued until 8 p.m. — 
Tim Norland wrote in his required diary, "I 
found out that a regular house can’t be used too 
easily. 
"Some of the rooms I couldn’t even get in 
and when I answered the door for my sister’s 
boyfriend, it (the door knob) was hard to reach. 


. . the furniture is sometimes too close 
together.” 
Renee Redding, whose arms were encased 
in canvas and leather splints, experienced the 
stiff-jointed difficulties often characteristic of 
mentally retarded persons. 
"I found out that you can’t brush your hair 
or put chap stick on your lips,” she wrote. “ And 
it is hard to get your purse on your shoulder.” 


‘Didn’t Realize* 
"Now I know how it feels when you’re not 
able to function very well with your hands,” 
said Lisa Norman, who wore boxing gloves 
throughout the day. "I didn’t realize how hard it 
would be without the full use of your hands. 
"I can’t write well at a ll... it’s hard to eat 
and I ’m not able to pick up little things.” 


"At home it got real boring,” wrote one 
young man who sported earphones for 11 hours. 
"I couldn’t talk on the phone, watch TV or 
listen to the radio. 
It’s 8.05 p.m. and I’ve taken them (the 
earphones) off and it is really different. I can 
hear every noise, it seems.” 
"You sure can learn a lot about other han­ 
dicaps, feelings and other things too just by 
listening,” wrote a young woman who feigned 
muteness. "I have learned a great many things 
from this experience. 


‘Voice Great Gift’ 
" I can understand that the voice is a great 
gift. Some people waste it by not talking enough 
and some use it too much.” 
"Everybody is calling me ‘crip’ or ‘poor 
thing,’ ” wrote Tami Green, who hobbled 
around on crutches because her knees were 
wrapped with magazines and bandages. "But I 
don t think it is funny. 
‘‘People who aren’t handicapped really 
don’t realize how much we depend on our legs 
and arms, sight, hearing and hands.” 
“ It’s really sad for people to laugh at them 
(the handicapped),” she added. "I can really 
feel the empathy Mr. Mumm was talking 
about.”

DEAR READ ERS: If you 
were in a restaurant (or in your 
own home) and someone started 
to choke on a piece of meat 
would you know what to do? 
Well, neither would I — until my 
friend Casey gave me the 
following information which I 
want to share with you: 


After reading that 2,600 
Americans choked to death last 
year on food or other objects, 
Dr. Henry Heimlich, a Cincin­ 
nati surgeon, worked out a 
procedure for saving choking 
victims, which I think bears 
remembering. It goes like this: 
Standing behind the victim, 
place your arms around his 
waist, slightly above the waist. 
Allow the victim’s head and tor­ 
so to bend forward. Then tightly 
grasp your own wrist with your 
other hand and press into the 
victim’s abdomen forcefully and 
rapidly, repeating several times. 
This will push up the diaphram, 
compress the air into the lungs 
and expel the object that is 
blocking the air passage. 
Until now, choking victims 
have often died unless a doctor 
was handy to cut an air passage 
into the throat, or use a special 
instrument to remove the block. 
Reports received by Dr. 
Heimlich indicate that 40 lives 
have been saved with this 
procedure since it was published 
in a medical journal.

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Japan Is Automating Supermarkets 


(EDITOR'S NOTE: the 


American consumer will be in- 
terested in a new way of super- 
market shopping that will come 
to Japan in 1875. Michael Healey 
is bureau chief of the McGraw- 
Hill News Bureau, in Tokyo.)

Tokyo — In what could well 


lead to a revolution in modern 
retail concepts, Japan next year 
will open two automated super- 
markets which utilize computers 
and other electronic devices to 
fulfill,many of the traditional 
roles of store personnel. 


; At these outlets, customers 
armed with punch cards will 
wheel their baskets down aisles 
lined with vending display cases, 
punching buttons to select the 
goods which'they wish to 
purchase. .Computers will keep 
track of each customer's selec- 
tions, flashing total bills in 
micro-seconds when they are 
called for at the check out stand. 


The automated stores are 


being designed by Mitsubishi 
Heavy Industries, Ltd. under a 
program initiated five years ago 


CARMICHAEL 


by the Japanese government in 
an'effort to help medium sized 
retail outlets reduce growing 
overhead costs. Initially, the 
stores'will be more expensive to 
operate than their conventional 
counterparts. However, those in- 
volved in the program'anticipate 
that when the system is adopted 
at a large number of stores, costs 
and other problems presented by 
sweeping automation will be 
reduced appreciably. 


Many Questions 


Many questions surround in- 


troduction of the outlets, the 
biggest being the reaction of the 
customer to the system, In a na- 
tion where shoppers have come 
to take personal attention for 
granted, will housewives be con- 
tent to select goods which they 
cannot first inspect? Will they do 
business in a store that displays 
its goods in a vending machine? 


Two supermarket chains are 


betting that they will. OK Corp. 
will open an outlet carrying 3,000 
food and soft good items in 
Tokyo next April, and Yaohan 
Department Store, Co., Ltd., 


will' follow in November with a 
store in the resort -town of 
Atami, 50 miles south of the 
capital, which will carry some 2,- 
000 different product tines. 


Masaaki Kanai, secretary to 


the president at Yaohan, points 
to increasing overhead costs for 
personnel in Japan as a major 
reason' behind the decision to 
test the automated store. 


"Our 
president is very am- 


bitious," he says, "and looks at 
this as a way of making progress. 
The retail industry in Japan is 
very competitive and fast- 
growing, tiut there hasn't been 
much in the way of remarkable 
change in the industry's sales 
methods in a long time." 


Labor Costs 


Faced with labor costs that 


this year increased by 32%, 
Yaohan will operate the 
automated store with 7 or 8 peo- 
ple — roughly half the staff 
required in a conventional store 
carrying the same number of 
items. The outlet will be the 12th 
in Japan for Yaohan, which also 
operates two stores in Brazil and 


another in Singapore, total sales 
for the chain are about $90 
million annually. 


Retail space in the stores will 


consist of glass-faced vendors 
which display .the various 
products, much as they would be 
displayed on conventional super- 
market shelves. Prices for each 
item will be set by hand, on the 
vendor shelves. Customers will 
be handed a punch card upon 
entering the store, and will in- 
sert this card in the individual 
vendors when they wish to select 
products displayed in that par- 
ticular machine. 


Yaohan plans to adopt 


automated systems in all future 
supermarkets if the Atami outlet 
proves the success that the chain 
is banking on. 


As one company official says, 


"medium sized retail outlets 
won't be able to survive unless 
they can cut down on wages. 
That's why we think the system 
will be a success."

Tokyo — In what could well 
lead to a revolution in modem 
retail concepts, Japan next year 
will open two automated super­ 
markets which utilize computers 
and other electronic devices to 
fulfill many of the traditional 
roles of store personnel. 
At these outlets, customers 
armed with punch cards will 
wheel their baskets down aisles 
lined with vending display cases, 
punching buttons to select the 
goods which they wish to 
purchase. Computers will keep 
track of each customer’s selec­ 
tions, flashing total bills in 
micro-seconds when they are 
called for at the check out stand. 
The automated stores are 
being designed by Mitsubishi 
Heavy Industries, Ltd. under a 
program initiated five years ago

by the Japanese government in 
an effort to help medium sized 
retail outlets reduce growing 
overhead costs. Initially, the 
stores will be more expensive to 
operate than their conventional 
counterparts. However, those in­ 
volved in the program anticipate 
that when the system is adopted 
at a large number of stores, costs 
and other problems presented by 
sweeping automation will be 
reduced appreciably. 


Many Questions 
Many questions surround in­ 
troduction of the outlets, the 
biggest being the reaction of the 
customer to the system. In a na­ 
tion where shoppers have come 
to take personal attention for 
granted, will housewives be con­ 
tent to select goods which they 
cannot first inspect? Will they do 
business in a store that displays 
its goods in a vending machine? 
Two supermarket chains are 
betting that they will. OK Corp. 
will open an outlet carrying 3,000 
food and soft good items in 
Tokyo next April, and Yaohan 
Department Store, Co., Ltd., 


will follow in November with a 
store in the resort town of 
Atami, 50 miles south of the 
capital, which will carry some 2,- 
000 different product Unes. 
Masaaki Kanai, secretary to 
the president at Yaohan, points 
to increasing overhead costs for 
personnel in Japan as a major 
reason behind the decision to 
test the automated store. 
“ Our president is very am­ 
bitious,” he says, “ and looks at 
this as a way of making progress. 
The retail industry in Japan is 
very competitive and fast- 
growing, but there hasn’t been 
much in the way of remarkable 
change in the industry’s sales 
methods in a long time.” 


Labor Costs 
Faced with labor costs that 
this year increased by 327o, 
Yaohan w ill operate the 
automated store with 7 or 8 peo­ 
ple — roughly half the staff 
required in a conventional store 
carrying the same number of 
items. The outlet will be the 12th 
in Japan for Yaohan, which also 
operates two stores in Brazil and 


another in Singapore. Total sales 
for the chain are about $90 
million annually. 
Retail space in the stores will 
consist of glass-faced vendors 
which display the various 
products, much as they would be 
displayed on conventional super­ 
market shelves. Prices for each 
item will be set by hand, on the 
vendor shelves. Customers will 
be handed a punch card upon 
entering the store, and will in­ 
sert this card in the individual 
vendors when they wish to select 
products displayed in that par­ 
ticular machine. 


Yaohan plans to adopt 
automated systems in all future 
supermarkets if the Atami outlet 
proves the success that the chain 
is banking on. 


As one company official says, 
“ medium sized retail outlets 
won’t be able to survive unless 
they can cut down on wages. 
That’s why we think the system 
will be a success.”

Aid Programs Available 
To Unemployed Workers ioifyIVdt

New York — If you haven't 


been unemployed before, it's 
hard to imagine the range of 
' problems that can suddenly land 
.on your head. Food and shelter, 
of course; but you may also have 
to deal with repossessions, food- 
stamp bureaucrats, anxious 
children and any number of 
creditors. 


There's no need to struggle 


with all these things yourself, 
says Andrew Brown, director of 
community services for the 
United Auto Workers. There are 
many good and useful social ser- 
'vices available. Some families 
won't use them, no matter how 
great the need, because they 
smack of "charity." But, says 
Brown, you've paid for these 
programs with your tax dollars 
— and so should feel free to use 
them when you have to. Here's 
the UAW's checklist of aid 
programs to look for: 


1—Unemployment compensa- 


tion. If you are eligible, by all 
means apply for it. Your former 
employer has been making 
regular payments into the fund 
to cover any workers he might 
have to lay off, so you should 
accept this aid as something 
that's been prearranged for you. 
There's no need to feel ashamed 
— the recession is not your fault. 
Nor will filing for unemploy- 
ment benefits adversely affect 
your future. For information on 
eligibility, call your state's un- 
employment insurance division 
(it's in the phone book, under' 
the state listings), 


2—Employment possibilities. 


By all means visit your state 
employment service, as well as 
any private employment bureaus 
in your area. But avoid those 
agencies that offer, for a big fee, 
to determine what work you're

best at. It's highly questionable, 
whether they'll be able to find' 
you a job, and you'll have blown 
some of-the money you need to 
live on. Pay a fee only if you get 
work. 


3—Food, shelter, clothing, 


heat and light. Each city or 
county has various programs for 
meeting the basic needs of its 
people. Some are more generous 
than others, depending on the at- 
titude of the voters toward 
welfare. Newly unemployed peo- 
ple find these services par- 
ticularly difficult to accept, since 
they have' usually associated 
them with the irredeemably in- 
digent. But welfare is for anyone 
who needs it, whatever the 
reason. When you were 
employed you paid for these 
programs with your tax money 
— now it's time for you to claim 
some of that money back. To 
find out what's available and 
whether you qualify, call the 
department of social services or 
department of public welfare. 
You'll find it in the phone book 
under either the city or county 
listing. 


4—Food stamps. This federal 


program helps families with low 
incomes buy more food than 
they would otherwise be able to 
afford. Sometimes people put off 
getting stamps because they find 
it embarrassing to present them 
at the grocery store instead of 
cash. But again, this program 
isn't charity — you've paid for it 
in taxes and are entitled to its 


benefits. 


You don't know how long 


you'll be unemployed, so if 
you're eligible it's best to apply, 
for food stamps right away — 
before you use up your precious 
savings on groceries you might 
otherwise have gotten at a dis- 
count. 


5—Medical care. When you're 


out of work and no longer have 
group medical insurance, a 
sudden illness can be a real 
blow. Your family doctor should 
be willing to let you defer pay- 
ment, but hospitals can be 
tougher. Ask a local social ser- 
vice agency about free clinics 
and other kinds of emergency 
medical aid. Chances are you've 
already contributed money to 
some of these organizations 
through such fund-raising groups 
as the United Way. 


6—Family problems. When 


unemployment burdens the 
family, any difficulties you're 
having with your children (or 
with each other) may be much 
magnified. Some cities offer 
family counseling as part Of the 
welfare program. 
Elsewhere, 


help may be available through 
such agencies as the Family Ser- 
vice Society, /Catholic Family 
Service and Jewish Social Ser- 
vice Bureau. 


7—Legal problems. If you're 


being threatened with reposses- 
sion of a car, or eviction from an 
apartment, find a lawyer im- 
mediately. There may be a free 
legal aid bureau in your area. If 
not, a social service agency can 
advise you on where to find in- 
expensive, or free, legal counsel. 
You (or a lawyer) should also get 
in touch with all your other 
creditors to explain your present 
financial situation and try to 
defer payments on your bills.

Processing Of Claims Gold Price 
In Disaster Goes Slow Ne<Lr $20° 
In Europe 
The processing of claims for 


disaster payments for Nebraska 
farmers is proceeding slowly but 
surely, according to an an- 
nouncement issued by the State 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service (ASCS) 
Friday. 


To date the agency has 


received 47,480 applications but 
has approved only 9,257 and 
denied 4,259 of the claims. 


Some 5,188 claims have been 


processed to the point of mailing 
checks to the farmers involved. 
A total of $9,272,000 has been 


• paid out at an average of $1,787 
per claim approved. 


The payments are designed to 


aid farmers in recovering losses 
from drought and other crop- 
related disasters so they have 
enough cash to buy seed and 
other supplies to stay in farming. 


Officials blame the exhaustive 


measurements required to deter- 
mine the exact extent of the 
harvest for the delay in 
processing the claims. The pay- 
ment of the claim is possible 


only when it is determined the 
total harvest from the farm is 
below a specified level set in the 
farm law. 


Approximately a third of the 


claims have been turned down. 


Disaster Funds 
Taxed In Year 
Of Payment—IRS 


Omaha (AP) — Government 


disaster payments to farmers are 
taxable in the year the payment 
is received, according to the 
Internal Revenue Service. 


Nebraska District Director 


Everett Loury said the date the 
check is received in the mail 
determines when it becomes 
taxable. 


In Nebraska, the majority of 


disaster payments will be made 
after the first of the year, accor- 
ding to Douglas Loseke of the 
Nebraska Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion and Conservation Service.

At the 
opening, the government 
reported that its index of leading 
economic indicators dropped 1.5 
per cent in November, posting 
its fourth consecutive monthly 
decline. 


The message of that news, in 


effect, was that no signs had yet 
shown up of any recovery from 
the recession. 


The Commerce Department 


also reported that the nation's 
trade balance swung back into 
deficit in November, with im- 
ports outpacing exports by $133 
million. High prices of imported 
sugar drew a large share of the 
blame. 


Late in the day, the Federal 


Reserve reported a slight decline 
in the money supply for the 
latest reporting week. That did 
nothing for hopes that the cen- 
tral bank was encouraging an in- 
crease in the amount of cash and 
checking account deposits in 
order to counteract the 
economic slump. 


And Ne.w York's First 


National City Bank again held its 
prime lending rate at 10 per cent 
for the coming week, un- 
derscoring the fact that the 
downtrend in interest rates this 
past autumn had stalled at least 
temporarily.

home will be housed in the 
Skinner Dormitories on the cam­ 
pus of the defunct Hiram Scott 
College north of here. 
Everett Philips, state veterans 
facilities director, said the 
Vanguard complex on the same 
property was being considered 
for conversion into a 200-bed 
nursing care portion of the 
veterans home. 
His plan involves literally 
rearranging the three-story 
buildings constructed of pre-cast 
concrete slabs into one-story 
buildings. Philips estimated the 
cost of reconstruction at $1.5 
million, which he said would be 
about one-fourth the cost of con­ 
structing sim ilar facilities 
elsewhere. 
He said the opening of the 
Vanguard complex was still 
“several years away.” 
Funds for the Skinner Dor­ 
mitory project have already 
been appropriated by the 
Unicameral. Of the $650,000 ap­ 
propriation, $320,000 was spent 
to purchase the property. 


Cleavenger said he expected 
the Veterans Administration to 
provide 65% of the financing of 
both projects. 
Philips said the greatest need 
for veterans housing was still 
concentrated 
in eastern 
Nebraska. 
“The veterans facility here in 
Scottsbluff would probably 
never have been undertaken had 
not the old college buildings 
been available,” he said.

Chiefs' Hunt 
Fires Stram 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Hank 


Stram was fired Friday as head 
coach of the Kansas City Chiefs. 
He has seven years remaining on 
his million-dollar contract. 


The announcement was made 


at a hastily called midafternoon 
news conference by Lamar 
Hunt, owner of the National 
Football League club. 
- ' Stram, only coach the Chiefs 
have ever had, was riot present 
at the news conference nor was 
he in his office at Arrowhead 
Stadium. Hunt said he had noti- 
fied Stram of his decision Fri- 
day morning after "conversa- 
tions with Hank had been going 
on for a year or more." 
" Stram signed a 10-year con- 
,tract three years ago. The con- 
tract was estimated to pay $100,- 
000 a year. Hunt said sub- 
sequent payments on the con- 
tract would be made to Stram 
"as they become due." 


"I am determined that the 


Chiefs are going to be a source of 
pride," Hunt said. "I'm con- 
fident this announcement today 
will begin a new era in that re- 
spect." 


Hunt said the search for 


Strain's successor would begin 
immediately and that Jack 
Steadman, the club's general 
manager, would "seek out and 
employ the best qualified coach 
available." 


Steadman said he has "not 


talked to anyone at this time. We 
will begin an immediate and in- 
tensive search .... " 


Rumors were circulating that 


the Chiefs' next coach would be 
Don Shula, the highly successful 
boss of the Miami Dolphins. 
-However, when Hunt and Stead- 
man were asked about the 
rumor, they both laughed. 


Under Stram, the Chiefs 


scaled the heights of pro foot- 
ball, defeating the Minnesota 
Vikings 23-7 in the 1970 Super 
Bowl. After that victory, Stram 
labeled his rather complicated, 
multiple offense as "the offense 
of the 70s." 


However, after the Chiefs 


carved a 10-3-1 record in 1971, 
the team gradually started 
downhill and had its worst sea- 
son ever in 1974 when it won 
only five of 14 regular season 
games. 


The public began to ridicule 


Stram the last couple of years. A 
month ago when Muhammad Ali 
staged exhibition boxing 
matches in Kansas City, Stram 
was introduced and was greeted 
with a barrage of boos. 


Hunt said public reaction was 


a factor in his decision to re- 
place the dapper Stram, a short- 
and-rotund man. 


"A pro football team is such a 


public entity," Hunt explained. 
"The public is certainly a fac- 
tor." 


Hunt said there was no pres- 


sure from any of the players and 
described his action as ,"a 
terribly emotional moment for 
me. I've never had this kind of 
thing before. Hank grew up with 
the organization. He is a close 
friend of mine personally.''

Hunt did not use the word 


"fired" in his announcement. He 
said he had asked Stram, 50, to 
step down and added, "We feel 
the time has come to revitalize 
our organization and give it a 
fresh approach. Pro football is 
demanding and changeable and 
sometimes it is necessary to take 
a new outlook." 


Hunt indicated be wanted a 


relatively young coach but 
would- not say-how young. He 
said whether a new coach would 
be given a multiyear contract 
would depend on the-individual. 
x 


Hunt said the Chiefs would 


need time "to regain champion- 
ship stature but it can and will 
be accomplished. We are con- 
fident that a new emphasis on 
. scouting will reduce this time to 
a minimum." 


Hunt said the new coach will 


not be involved in the negotia- 
tion and signing of players, a 
task he has now delegated to 
Steadman. 


"Because of the complexity of 


coaching," Hunt said, "player 
signing and the coaching end 
should be separated. The im- 
portant thing is -the produce on 
the field." 


Asked where Stram went 


wrong. Hunt said: "I can't put it 
in those terms... the cir- 
cumstances and the chemistry of 
this franchise dictated a 
change." 


Hunt said Strain's coaches are 


under contract until March 31, 
"but 
they can make ar- 


rangements to seek other em- 
ployment if they desire." 


The Chiefs, a charter member 


of the old American Football 
League, have just completed 
their 15th season. Strain's record 
was 129-7940. 


Stram, a native of Gary, Inc., 


led his teams to AFL cham- 
pionships in 1962,1966 and 1969. 
His 1966 team lost to the Green 
Bay Packers 35-10 in the first 
Super Bowl.

New Orleans, La. — There'll be no more 


contact work for Nebraska's Cornhuskers until 
they take the field in Tulane Stadium for 
Tuesday night's Sugar Bowl football game 
against the Florida Gators. 


The Huskers put on their pads for the last 


time Friday afternoon for an hour and a half 
workout in the .warmest and most humid 
weather they've had since their arrival here on 
Christmas eve. 


Practice Saturday will be at 10 a.m. in 


sweat clothes as' Coach Tom Osborne and his 
staff continue to polish the offense and defense 
to be used against the Gators. 


The morning session was set to permit 


Florida to work in 'the afternoon. The Gators 
arrived just after dark Friday following a double 
practice in Gainesville earlier in the day. 


The Huskers plan to work under the lights 


Sunday and Monday evenings in an attempt to 
get used to the atmosphere of a night game, 
their first one of the 1974 season. Kickoff on 
Tuesday will be 7 p.m., Lincoln time. 


"I don't think playing at night will be a fac- 


tor once we've worked a couple of times under 
the lights," Osborne said. "The only thing that 
concerns me is the long wait the day of the 
game, but we'll probably let the players sleep 
late that morning." 


The 98-man Nebraska squad has been given 


some free time to enjoy the many sights and 
events in New Orleans, but Osborne has had bed 
checks each night at 1 a.m. "That may seem late 
to some people, but we feel they should have a 
chance to move around some," Osborne said. 


"We told them we didn't want them to do 


anything to embarrass themselves or the univer- 
sity and we've had no reports from anybody of 
any one of them being out of line." 


The Huskers were guests at Al Hirt's Club 


where the famous jazz trumpeter performed 


Friday night. They'll attend an awards dinner 
Saturday night along with members of the 
Florida team. The affair is an official Sugar 
Bowl function. 


Osborne plans to move up the bed check to 


11 p.m. Sunday and Monday as game time ap- 
proaches, but the players probably will get two 
hours of free time after the Sunday practice. 


The physical condition of the squad con- 


tinued to improve and there were no reports of 
additional players suffering from a 48-hour in- 
fluenza virus. 


Nebraska, which will be going after its sixth 


consecutive bowl game victory, is prepared for 
both a wet and dry field in Tulane Stadium, 
which has a "Poly Turf" artificial surface that 
feels softer than either the NU Memorial 
Stadium's AstroTurf or any Tartan covered 
field. Osborne thinks it's because of the pad un- 
der the carpet rather than the turf itself. 


Each Husker player has two pairs of shoes 


with him — one for a dry field and the other for 
a wet turf. 


Osborne indicated John O'Leary, who 


regained his No. 11-back job for the Oklahoma 
game after being slowed most of the year by a 
broken jaw, will start against the Gators. He 
said, however, freshman Monte Anthony will 
alternate with him by series. 


The Sugar Bowl game still isn't sold out and 


Cliff Kern, president of the sponsoring Mid- 
Winter Sports Association, says it probably 
won't be unless there is a last minute rush by 
fans to buy tickets. 


The game has been blacked out for televi- 


sion for the first time in ten years because of the 
slow ticket sale. Kern estimated "about 5,000" 
remain available, but others say the figure is 
close to 10,000. 


The stadium has 80,985 permanent seats, 


but a record crowd of 85,161 squeezed into the 
place a year ago for Notre Dame's thrilling 24-23 
victory over Alabama. 


Sanger Hoping Second Time Better With Pros

Rich Sanger is hoping the second time around will be 


better. 


The former Nebraska kicking standout is getting a second 


crack at professional football. This time with the Los Angeles 
Rams. 


"All my life I've wanted to play pro football," said Sanger, a 


senior at Nebraska who finished his football eligibility in 1973. 
"And this will probably be my last chance." 


Sanger, who signed with the Houston Oilers of the AFC last 


year, has signed a two-year contract for an undisclosed amount 
of money with the Rams of the NFC. 


"I got a bad impression of pro football lasfyear with the 


Oilers. Maybe I was expecting too much. But this time around 
I'm a lot smarter and maybe I won't question the coaches so 
much," said Sanger. 


Sanger was released by the Oilers 'following an exhibition 


game with the Baltimore Colts this past summer. "They had 
trimmed their roster of punters from 15 down to two. Then 
following the game I was released without explanation," Sanger 
said. 


"The offer with the Rams is better than the one I had with 


the Oilers. I guess they can use another kicker and/or punter, 
and I couldn't think of a better club to be with," he added. "The 


location is good and the weather is good. I'd be happy to be in 
Los Angeles as long as I can." 


Sanger, a 6-0, 214-pounder,. who set the NCAA record for 


points after touchdowns with a career total of 157 successful 
kicks is the second highest scorer of all-time at Nebraska with 
220 points, behind Johnny Rodgers' 300. 


The Ovid, Colorado native, who returned to the NU campus 


this year after his tryout with the Oilers, has been helping the 
Huskers' kicking as a graduate assistant. 


"It helped me a lot. I got a lot of practice, both before and 


after practices besides working during the sessions," said 
Sanger. 


"What really helped was watching somebody else. When 


you see somebody else's mistakes then you can adjust for your 
own," he added. 


But coaching has not replaced the desire for competition for 


Sanger. "I want to compete more than ever. Watching is about 
as much fun as going to a funeral." 


Following one of the Nebraska workouts this fall Sanger 


was practicing some kicking when NU's tight end and wingback 
coach, John Melton, asked Rams' scout Norm Pollum to take a 
look at the Huskers' most prolific kicker ever. 


"I didn't know he was there watching me. But I was hitting 


real good and having one of my better .days. I guess he liked 
what I was doing," Sanger commented. 


"John Melton has done so many good things for me. He was 


the one that got me to come here from high school," Sanger 
said. 


Sanger feels that he is ready for getting back into pro foot- 


ball and that if he maintains his present pace he will be able to 
find a place on the Rams roster. 


"I kick every day, just to keep up the pace. If I'm able to 


keep punting like I am now, I should be better than 75 per cent 
of the kickers in the NFL. But you never know what the 
difference is when you're just practicing and when you're in a 
game." 


"I'm more consistent than last year and that's what the pros 


are looking for. You have to be able to kick successfully from in- 
side the 40-yard line without missing because of the new rules 
that return the ball to the point a field goal was attempted if it 
misses," he added. 


"I'm going to try kicking both field goals and punts, but I'd 


rather be a punter if I had to choose," said Sanger, who 
averaged 40.1 yards during his Nebraska football career. 


"I've learned that I'll never question the coaches, and I'll do 


anything they ask. I guess that I was just spoiled by the NU 
coaches because they had such a good system — where they 
have a helpful attitude toward players and take a real interest in 
each person. At Houston, the coaches acted like the players 
were just something they had to put up with," he concluded. 


If the old saying, "Experience is the best teacher", is true, 


then Sanger should have a fruitful professional career ahead.

“ The three guys on the bench are a ll 
capable of hitting 26 points and they all have 
been starters at one time so you really can’t con­ 
centrate all your efforts on any one player.” 


The trio that has been relegated to bench- 
duty (at least at the start of games) includes 6-10 
senior center Rick Suttle, who has averaged 13.6 
points-per-game over the past two years; 6-4 
senior forward Tommie Smith, a 7.2 points-per- 
game man ; and 6-6 senior forward Roger Mor- 


ningstar, who averaged 12.3 points-per-game 
last year. 
With talent like that it might at first seem 
surprising that KU is only 54 after nine games. 
Surprising until you consider that the Jayhawks 
have lost to: 


—the nation’s second-ranked Indiana 
Hoosiers by only 74-70, in overtime. 


-nationally-rated Notre Dame, 75-59, at 
South Bend. 
—powerful Washington, 74-64, in the finals 
of the Jayhawk Classic. 


—strong Kentucky at Louisville. 


While everyone openly admits to the 
Jayhawks’ physical size, the notion that they 
lack quickness is quickly disputed by Porter. 
“ It’s true that they don’t have what might 
be called super quickness in one sense,” Porter 


explained. “ But they don’t have speed. There’s 
a difference, they do have quickness. 


“ Look at Clint Johnson (a freshman who 
netted 20 points in the Oklahoma Sta te game) — 
if he doesn’t have quickness, I’d like to know 
who does,” he said. 


The Huskers (7-3), meanwhile, are keying 
on two aspects in an attempt to stop the 
Jayhawks. 


“ We can only give Kansas the one shot,” 
Porter noted. “I know it is an often-used cliche, 
but I can’t emphasize that enough since they’re 
so strong and physical. 


“ Secondly, we can’t let them pressure us,” 
he added. “ We’ll have to bring the ball down the 
court without hurrying our offense. We just 
have to settle down and play our own game.” 


That’s what the Huskers did best in dow­ 
ning Oklahoma, 75-64, on Thursday night. 


They forced the more physical Sooners into 
23 turnovers and took their time in working the 
plays they do best. 


TOURNEY NOTES - Nebraska and Kan­ 
sas have met five of the last six years here in the 
Big Eight Tournament with NU winning. 78-73, 
in 1969 and 74-72. in 1972. Kansas defeated the 
Huskers for the 1970 tourney championship. 72- 
52, and beat NU, 75-66, here last year in the con­ 
solation finals ... The Jayhawks have been 
overwhelming in the Big Eight meet against 
Nebraska capturing 10 of 12 games ... NU 
coach Joe Cipriano sports an 8-20 mark at 
Nebraska against KU ... Oklahoma coach Joe

as anything.” 
Chiefs' Hunt 
Fires Stram 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Hank 
Stram was fired Friday as head 
coach of the Kansas City Chiefs. 
He has seven years remaining on 
his million-dollar contract. 


The announcement was made 
at a hastily called midaftemoon 
news conference by Lamar 
Hunt, owner of the National 
Football League club. 
Stram, only coach the Chiefs 
have ever had, was not present 
at the news conference nor was 
he in his office at Arrowhead 
Stadium. Hunt said he had noti­ 
fied Stram of his decision Fri­ 
day morning after “conversa­ 
tions with Hank had been going 
on for a year or more.” 
Stram signed a 10-year con­ 
tract three years ago. The con­ 
tract was estimated to pay $100,- 
000 a year. Hunt said sub­ 
sequent payments on the con­ 
tract would be made to Stram 
“as they become due.” 
“ I am determined that the 
Chiefs are going to be a source of 
pride,” Hunt said. “ I’m con­ 
fident this announcement today 
will begin a new era in that re­ 
spect.” 
Hunt said the search for 
Stram s successor would begin 
immediately and that Jack 
Steadman, the club’s general 
manager, would “ seek out and 
employ the best qualified coach 
available." 
Steadman said he has “ not 
talked to anyone at this time We 
will begin an immediate and in­ 
tensive search 
" 
Rumors were circulating that 
the Chiefs’ next coach would be 
Don Shula. the highly successful 
boss of the Miami Dolphins. 
However, when Hunt and Stead­ 
man were asked about the 
rumor, they both laughed. 
Under Stram, the Chiefs 
scaled the heights of pro foot­ 
ball, defeating the Minnesota 
Vikings 23-7 in the 1970 Super 
Bowl. After that victory, Stram 
labeled his rather complicated, 
multiple offense as “the offense 
of the 70s. " 
However, after the Chiefs 
carved a 10-3-1 record in 1971, 
the team gradually started 
downhill and had its worst sea­ 
son ever in 1974 when it won 
only five of 14 regular season 
games. 
The public began to ridicule 
Stram the last couple of years. A 
month ago when Muhammad All 
staged exhibition boxing 
matches in Kansas City, Stram 
was introduced and was greeted 
with a barrage of boos. 
Hunt said public reaction was 


a factor in his decision to re­ 
place the dapper Stram, a short- 
and-rotund man. 
“ A pro football team is such a 
public entity,” Hunt explained. 
“ The public is certainly a fac­ 
tor.” 
Hunt said there was no pres­ 
sure from any of the players and 
described his action as “ a 
terribly emotional moment for 
me. I’ve never had this kind of 
thing before. Hank grew up with 
the organization. He is a close 
friend of mine personally.” 


Hunt did not use the word 
“ fired” in his announcement. He 
said he had asked Stram, 50, to 
step down and added, “ We feel 
the time has come to revitalize 
our organization and give it a 
fresh approach. Pro football is 
demanding and changeable and 
sometimes it is necessary to take 
a new outlook.” 
Hunt indicated he wanted a 
relatively young coach but 
would not say how young. He 
said whether a new coach would 
be given a multiyear contract 
would depend on the individual. 


Hunt said the Chiefs would 
need time “to regain champion­ 
ship stature but it can and will 
be accomplished. We are con­ 
fident that a new emphasis on 
scouting will reduce this time to 
a minimum.” 


Hunt said the new coach will 
not be involved in the negotia­ 
tion and signing of players, a 
task he has now delegated to 
Steadman. 
“ Because of the complexity of 
coaching.” Hunt said, “ player 
signing and the coaching end 
should be separated. The im­ 
portant thing is the produce on 
the field ” 
Asked where Stram went 
wrong. Hunt said: “ I can’t put it 
in those terms... the cir­ 
cumstances and the chemistry of 
this franchise dictated a 
change ” 
Hunt said Strain's coaches are 
under contract until March 31, 
“ but they can make ar­ 
rangements to seek other em­ 
ployment if they desire.” 


The Chiefs, a charter member 
of the old American Football 
League, have just completed 
their 15th season. Stram s record 
was 129-79-10. 
Stram, a native of Gary, Inc., 
led his teams to AFL cham­ 
pionships in 1962,1966 and 1969. 
His 1966 team lost to the Green 
Bay Packers 35-10 in the first 
Super Bowl.

New Orleans, La. — There’ll be no more 
contact work for Nebraska’s Cornhuskers until 
they take the field in Tulane Stadium for 
Tuesday night’s Sugar Bowl football game 
against the Florida Gators. 
The Huskers put on their pads for the last 
time Friday afternoon for an hour and a half 
workout in the warmest and most humid 
weather they’ve had since their arrival here on

Practice Saturday will be at 10 a.m. in 
sweat clothes as Coach Tom Osborne and his 
staff continue to polish the offense and defense 
to be used against the Gators. 
The morning session was set to permit 
Florida to work in the afternoon. The Gators 
arrived just after dark Friday following a double 
practice in Gainesville earlier in the day. 
The Huskers plan to work under the lights 
Sunday and Monday evenings in an attempt to 
get used to the atmosphere of a night game, 
their first one of the 1974 season. Kickoff on 
Tuesday will be 7 p.m., Lincoln time. 
“ I don’t think playing at night will be a fac­ 
tor once we’ve worked a couple of times under 
the lights,” Osborne said. “The only thing that 
concerns me is the long wait the day of the 
game, but we’ll probably let the players sleep 
late that morning.” 
The 98-man Nebraska squad has been given 
some free time to enjoy the many sights and 
events in New Orleans, but Osborne has had bed 
checks each night at 1 a.m. “That may seem late 
to some people, but we feel they should have a 
chance to move around some,” Osborne said. 
“ We told them we didn’t want them to do 
anything to embarrass themselves or the univer­ 
sity and we’ve had no reports from anybody of 
any one of them being out of line.” 
The Huskers were guests at A1 Hirt’s Club 
where the famous jazz trumpeter performed 


Friday night. They'll attend an awards dinner 
Saturday night along with members of the 
Florida team. The affair is an official Sugar 
Bowl function. 
Osborne plans to move up the bed check to 
11 p.m. Sunday and Monday as game time ap­ 
proaches, but the players probably will get two 
hours of free time after the Sunday practice. 
The physical condition of the squad con­ 
tinued to improve and there were no reports of 
additional players suffering from a 48-hour in­ 
fluenza virus. 
Nebraska, which will be going after its sixth 
consecutive bowl game victory, is prepared for 
both a wet and dry field in Tulane Stadium, 
which has a “ Poly Turf” artificial surface that 
feels softer than either the NU Memorial 
Stadium's AstroTurf or any Tartan covered 
field. Osborne thinks it's because of the pad un­ 
der the carpet rather than the turf itself. 
Each Husker player has two pairs of shoes 
with him — one for a dry field and the other for 
a wet turf. 
Osborne indicated John O'Leary, who 
regained his No. 11-back job for the Oklahoma 
game after being slowed most of the year by a 
broken jaw, will start against the Gators. He 
said, however, freshman Monte Anthony will 
alternate with him by series. 
The Sugar Bowl game still isn’t sold out and 
Cliff Kern, president of the sponsoring Mid- 
Winter Sports Association, says it probably 
won’t be unless there is a last minute rush by 
fans to buy tickets. 
The game has been blacked out for televi­ 
sion for the first time in ten years because of the 
slow ticket sale. Kern estimated “about 5,000" 
remain available, but others say the figure is 
close to 10,000. 
The stadium has 80,985 permanent seats, 
but a record crowd of 85,161 squeezed into the 
place a year ago for Notre Dame’s thrilling 24-23 
victory over Alabama. 
Sanger Hoping Second Time Better With Pros

Rich Sanger is hoping the second time around will be 
better. 
The former Nebraska kicking standout is getting a second 
crack at professional football. This time with the Los Angeles 
Rams. 


“ All my life I’ve wanted to play pro football,” said Sanger, a 
senior at Nebraska who finished his football eligibility in 1973. 
“ And this will probably be my last chance.” 


Sanger, who signed with the Houston Oilers of the AFC last 
year, has signed a two-year contract for an undisclosed amount 
of money with the Rams of the NFC. 


“ I got a bad impression of pro football last year with the 
Oilers. Maybe I was expecting too much. But this time around 
I’m a lot smarter and maybe I won’t question the coaches so 
much,” said Sanger. 


Sanger was released by the Oilers following an exhibition 
game with the Baltimore Colts this past summer. “ They had 
trimmed their roster of punters from 15 down to two. Then 
following the game I was released without explanation,” Sanger 
said. 
“ The offer with the Rams is better than the one I had with 
the Oilers. I guess they can use another kicker and/or punter, 
and I couldn’t think of a better club to be with,” he added. “ The 


location is good and the weather is good. I’d be happy to be in 
Los Angeles as long as I can.” 


Sanger, a 6-0, 214-pounder, who set the NCAA record for 
points after touchdowns with a career total of 157 successful 
kicks is the second highest scorer of all-time at Nebraska with 
220 points, behind Johnny Rodgers’ 300. 


The Ovid, Colorado native, who returned to the NU campus 
this year after his tryout with the Oilers, has been helping the 
Huskers’ kicking as a graduate assistant. 


“ It helped me a lot. I got a lot of practice, both before and 
after practices besides working during the sessions,” said 
Sanger. 
“ What really helped was watching somebody else. When 
you see somebody else’s mistakes then you can adjust for your 
own,” he added. 
But coaching has not replaced the desire for competition for 
Sanger. “ I want to compete more than ever. Watching is about 
as much fun as going to a funeral.” 


Following one of the Nebraska workouts this fall Sanger 
was practicing some kicking when NU’s tight end and wingback 
coach, John Melton, asked Rams’ scout Norm Folium to take a 
look at the Huskers’ most prolific kicker ever. 


“ I didn’t know he was there watching me. But I was hitting 
real good and having one of my better days. I guess he liked 
what I was doing,” Sanger commented. 


“John Melton has done so many good things for me. He was 
the one that got me to come here from high school,” Sanger 
said. 
Sanger feels that he is ready for getting back into pro foot­ 
ball and that if he maintains his present pace he will be able to 
find a place on the Rams roster. 


“ I kick every day, just to keep up the pace. If I’m able to 
keep punting like I am now, I should be better than 75 per cent 
of the kickers in the NFL. But you never know what the 
difference is when you're just practicing and when you re in a 
game.” 
“ I’m more consistant than last year and that’s what the pros 
are looking for. You have to be able to kick successfully from in­ 
side the 40-yard line without missing because of the new rules 
that return the ball to the point a field goal was attempted if it 
misses,” he added. 
“ I’m going to try kicking both field goals and punts, but I’d 
rather be a punter if 1 had to choose,” said Sanger, who 
averaged 40.1 yards during his Nebraska football career. 


“ I’ve learned that I’ll never question the coaches, and I’ll do 
anything they ask, I guess that I was just spoiled by the NU 
coaches because they had such a good system — where they 
have a helpful attitude toward players and take a real interest in 
each person. At Houston, the coaches acted like the players 
were just something they had to put up with,” he concluded. 
If the old saying, “ Experience is the best teacher” , is true, 
then Sanger should have a fruitful professional career ahead. 
Nebraska Wesleyan 
Zri.end, College Grid Season To End 
Hosts Minnesota Club 


Sandwiched between games of its own 
holiday high school basketball tournament, 
Nebraska Wesleyan will host Concordia, Minn., 
at 7:30 p.m. Saturday night in Taylor Gym. 


Wesleyan at 4-2 holds a decisive win-loss ad­ 
vantage over the visiting Cobbers at 0-3. 


The contest could be a high scoring affair 
with the Plainsmen giving up an average of 90,5 
points per game and Concordia yielding 82 per 
contest. 
The Cobbers' most recent loss, 59-55 to 
North Dakota State, was termed by coach Sonny 
Gulsvig as their best game thus far. 


“ We’re a young team and not very big,”

end of its four-month campaign. 


" I’m one alum who wouldn’t get upset at all if Mississippi 
State didn’t play well Saturday,” said Dooley. 


By the time New Year's night has come and gone, no fewer 
than 18 teams will have made their bids for immortality and hef­ 
ty alumni contributions, and all of them will have done so live 
and in color in living rooms across the nation. 


Saturday it’ll be Mississippi State against North Carolina in 
the Sun Bowl in El Paso, Tex.; Vanderbilt against Texas Tech in 
the Peach Bowl in Atlanta; Brigham Young against Oklahoma 
State in the Fiesta Bowl in Tempe, Ariz., and East against West 
in the Shrine Game in Palo Alto, Calif. 


Monday night Auburn goes against Texas in the Gator Bowl in 
Jacksonville, Fla. Then it gets serious. 


Nebraska plays Florida New Year’s Eve in the Sugar Bowl in 
New Orleans. Penn State and Baylor meet in Dallas in the Cot­ 
ton Bowl, and Ohio State goes against Southern California in 
Pasadena, Calif., in the Rose Bowl on New Year’s Day. And the 
whole business chmaxes New Year’s night with Alabama taking 
on Notre Dame in the Orange Bowl in Miami. 


But first things first. 


“ Is this the Sun Bowl or the Snow Bowl?,” asked North 
Carolina Coach Bill Dooley, a Mississippi State graduate, after 
the first Christmas Day storm in El Paso in more than 50 years 
dumped five inches of snow on the city and dampened the 
spirits of a mariachi band assembled to greet the Tarheels.

Senior quarterback David Lee and tailback Jamie O’Rourke 
helped the Commodores, 7-3-1, lead the SEC in total offense. 
They will be making only the second bowl appearance in their 
history. 


Which is one more than Brigham Young. The Cougars, 7-3- 
1, won the Western Athletic Conference and their first Fiesta 
Bowl trip on the strength of quarterback Gary Sheide’s strong 
right arm. Oklahoma State, 6-5, will doubtless be looking for 
Sheide to put the ball up and that's just fine with Cougar 
tailback Jeff Blanc. 


“ I’m happy that they will be looking for the pass because 
I’m going to bust one up the middle in this game,” said Blanc. 
“ If they’re concentrating on the pass, then that’s going to leave 
the center wide open for me.” 


Cowboy fullback Robert Turner is similarly confident. 
“ I think we are going to score several times, and I don’t an­ 
ticipate any difficulty in running against BYU,” said Turner. 


Ben Martin of Air Force will coach the West, and Bo 
Schembechler of Michigan will handle the East in the 50th 
Shrine game, an affair that will feature Kmevel doing nothing 
more strenuous than taking bows from a golf cart at halftime.

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Pirates, Rangers' Officials Latest To Talk With Hunter 


AHOSKIE. N. C. (AP) — Catfish Hunter’s attorney said Fri­ 
day night that the field has been narrowed to eight teams in the 
bidding for the services of the former Oakland righthander. 


He did not specify the eight teams. 
Joseph Flythe, the attorney who has been handling the ne­ 
gotiations for the free-agent pitcher, said in a telephone in­ 
terview that “all of the teams were obviously interested in Jim. 
But some didn't offer a real good contract. 
"So frankly we told them right.then and there that there is 
just no way” they could sign baseball’s hottest property. 
After snipping two-thirds of the list of the 24 eligible baseball 
teams, Flythe said eight teams remained. “ They are scattered 
all over the country," he said. 
He did say, however, that one of the teams was the A s, who 
lost the 1974 Cy Young Award winner when an arbitration panel 
ruled on Dec. 16 that Oakland owner Charles 0. Finley had 
violated Hunter’s contract. 
Then, expressing what he called a personal opinion, Flythe 
said: “ I feel that Hunter would rather play on the East 
coast 
Flythe said that Hunter had played in cities of all of the 
remaining teams but one during the regular or exhibition 
season. He added that two of the eligible teams had not made 
personal appeals in Ahoskie but made their bids by telephone. 
One of those two is Oakland.

Gators Pass Quite A Bit 
New Orleans, La. — Although Florida averaged throwing 
just short of an average of 13 passes a game en route to an 8-3 
season which earned the Gators a Sugar Bowl berth against 
Nebraska, passing isn’t a particular concern of NU coach Tom 
Osborne. 


“ 1 still think the primary concern when you play against a 
wishbone team has to be the running game even though they do 
throw well,” Osborne said Friday after his Comhuskers held 
their final workout in pads. 


Wishbone teams all run the same plays, but the proportion 
of what they run differs depending on personnel, Osborne said. 
“ Some will run options more, some will run inside more,” 
he said “ They try to capitalize on individual strengths. For in­ 
stance, the counter dive is probably Oklahoma’s No. 1 play. 
They get everything going one way and then pop Joe 
Washington back on a dive play to the weak side.” 
He said Florida doesn’t run that play as much because the 
Gators probably don't have the one back they plan to capitalize 
on like Washington. 


“ But they’ve got a very good fullback in Jimmy DuBose,” 
Osborne quickly added. “ I think he might be better than (Jim) 
Littrell (OU’s fullback). He’s just a good football player.” 


The Husker coach said Florida has a good runner in 
freshman Tony Green, who rushed for 856 yards to set a single 
season Gator school record while starting only two of 11 regular 
season games. 
"Maybe he's not a Joe Washington, but he's a great back.” 
Osborne added. Green's average per rush was 6.4 yards, a figure 
topped only by wmgback Don Westbrook among Husker 
regulars. Westbrook’s average was 6.8 yards while I-back Monte 
Anthony averaged 5.4 yards in leading NU ball carriers. Tony 
Davis and John O’Leary each averaged an even five yards. 


Quarterbacks Share Duty 
Florida has two quarterbacks who play almost equal time 
even though Don Gaffney has gotten the most pre-bowl publici­ 
ty. The other one is freshman Jimmy Fisher. 


“ Gaffney is probably a more elusive runner than either of 
the wishbone quarterbacks we’ve faced, but he's probably not as 
strong as Steve Davis of Oklahoma,” Osborne said. “ Davis is a 
strong runner with great execution.” The other wishbone QB 
was Charlie Weatherbie of Oklahoma State. 


Between Gaffney and Fisher, the total yardage gained was 
542 before subtracting losses while attempting to pass. Each got 
loose for at least one long run to indicate they're dangerous 
customers. 
So, the combination of the fullback DuBose. halfback 
Green, and the quarterbacks easily explains why Osborne is 
more concerned about the Gator running game. 
The NU coach also was impressed by the play of Florida's 
offensive and defensive lines, which he said have good size. 
“ Somehow I pictured them as not being that big, but they’re 
very’ big and very mobile,” he said. 


“ Defensively I was tremendously impressed with them in 
the game I saw personally against Miami,” Osborne said. “ They 
would definitely have to be as good a defensive team as any 
we've faced this year, including Oklahoma.” 


He didn’t think Oklahoma was as good on defense this year 
as last season, but he said the Sooners' good offense controls the 
ball so well their defense doesn’t have a lot of heat put on it. 
“ The other team just never has the football,” he concluded.

He's concerned about coach Ted Owens' 


pre-tournament favorites for a reason — 
Nebraska meets Kansas in the tournament's 7 
p.m. semifinal test Saturday at Kemper Arena. 


"Their lineup is questionable... They have 


so many players on the bench that have 
experience from last year," he said. "The thing 
about Kansas is that they have so much talent. 


"The three guys on the bench are all 


capable of hitting 2* points and they all have 
been starters at one time so you really can't con- 
centrate all your efforts on any one player." 
.. The trio that has been relegated to bench- 


duty (at least at the start of games) includes 6-10 
senior center Rick Suttle, who has averaged 13.6 
points-per-game over the past two years-,' 64 
senior forward Tommie Smith, a 7.2 points-per- 
game man; and 6-6 senior forward Roger Mor- 


ningstar, who averaged 12.3 points-per-game 
last year.' 


With, talent like that it might at first seem 


surprising that KU is only 54 after nine games. 
Surprising until you consider that the Jayhawks 
have lost to: 


—the nation's second-ranked Indiana 


Boosters by only 74-70, in overtime. - 


-nationally-rated Notre Dame, 75-59, at 


South Bend. 


-powerful Washington, 74-64, in the finals 


of the Jayhawk Classic. 


—strong Kentucky at Louisville. 


While everyone openly admits to the 


Jayhawks' physical size, the notion that they 
lack quickness is quickly disputed by Porter. 


"It's true that they don't have what might 


be called super quickness in one sense," Porter 


explained. "But they don't have speed. There's 
a difference, they do have quickness. 
\ 


"Look at Clint Johnson (a freshman who 


netted 20 points in the Oklahoma State game) — 
if he doesn't have quickness, I'd like to know 
who does," he said. , 


The Huskers (7-3), meanwhile, are keying 


on two aspects in .an attempt to stop the 
Jayhawks.

"We can only give Kansas the one shot," 


Porter noted. "I know it is an often-used cliche, 
but I can't emphasize that enough since they're 
so strong and physical. 


- "Secondly, we can't let them pressure us," 


he added. "We'll have to bring the ball down the 
court without hurrying our offense. We just 
have to settle down and play our own game." 


That's what the Huskers did best in dow- 


ning Oklahoma, 75-64, on Thursday night. 


They forced the more physical' Sooners into 


23 turnovers and took their time in working the 
plays they do best. 


TOURNEY NOTES - Nebraska and Kan- 


sas have met five of the last six years here in the 
Big Eight Tournament with NU winning, 78-73, 
in 1969 and 74-72, in 1972. Kansas defeated the 
Huskers for the 1970 tourney championship, 72- 
52, and beat NU, 75-66, here last year in the con- 
solation finals ... The Jayhawks have been 
overwhelming in the Big Eight meet against 
Nebraska capturing 10 of 12 games ... NU 
coach Joe Cipriano sports an 8-20 mark at 
Nebraska against KU ...

Chiefs' Hunt 
Fires Stram 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - Hank 


Stram was fired Friday as head 
coach of the Kansas City Chiefs. 
He has seven years remaining on 
his million-dollar contract. 


The announcement was made 


at a hastily called midafternoon 
news conference by Lamar 
Hunt, owner of the National 
Football League club. 
-.' Stram, only coach the Chiefs 
have ever had, was not present 
at the news conference nor was 
he in his office at Arrowhead 
Stadium. Hunt said he had noti- 
fied Stram of his decision Fri- 
day morning after "conversa- 
tions with Hank had been going 
on for a year or more." 


Stram signed a 10-year con- 


^tract three years ago. The con- 
tract was estimated to pay $100,- 
000 a year. Hunt said sub- 
sequent payments on the con- 
tract would be made to Stram 
"as they become due." 


"I am determined that the 


Chiefs are going to be a source of 
pride,1' Hunt said. "I'm con- 
fident this announcement today 
will begin a new era in that re- 
spect." 


Hunt said the search for 


Strain's successor would begin 
immediately and that Jack 
Steadman, the club's general 
manager, would "seek out and 
employ the best qualified coach 
available." 


Steadman said he has "not 


talked to anyone at this time. We 
will begin an immediate and in- 
tensive search 
" 


Rumors were circulating that 


the Chiefs' next coach would be 
Don Shula, the highly successful 
boss of the Miami Dolphins. 
^However, when Hunt and ^tead- 
rhan were asked about the 
rumor, they both laughed. 


Under Stram, the Chiefs 


scaled the heights of pro foot- 
ball, defeating the Minnesota 
Vikings 23-7 in the 1970 Super 
Bowl. After that victory, Stram 
labeled his rather complicated, 
multiple offense as "the offense 
of the 70s." 


However, after the Chiefs 


carved a 10-3-1 record in 1971, 
the team gradually started 
downhill and had its worst sea- 
son ever in 1974 when it won 
only five of 14 regular season 
games. 


The public began to ridicule 


Stram the last couple of years. A 
month ago when Muhammad Ali 
staged exhibition boxing 
matches in Kansas City, Stram 
was introduced and was greeted 
with a barrage of boos. 


Hunt said public reaction was 


a factor in his decision to re- 
place the dapper Stram, a short- 
and-rotund man. 


"A pro football team is such a 


public entity," Hunt explained. 
"The public is certainly a fac- 
tor." 


Hunt said there was no pres- 


sure from any of the players and 
described his action as ,"a 
terribly emotional moment for 
me. I've never had this kind of 
thing before. Hank grew up with 
the organization. He is a close 
friend of mine personally."

Hunt did not use the word 


"fired" in his announcement. He 
said he had asked Stram, 50, to 
step down and added, "We feel 
the time has come to revitalize 
our organization and give it a 
fresh approach. Pro football is 
demanding and changeable and 
sometimes it is necessary to take 
a new outlook." 


Hunt indicated he wanted a 


relatively young coach but 
would'not say-how young. He 
said whether a new coach would 
be given a multiyear contract 
would depend on thexindividual. 
x 


Hunt said the Chiefs would 


need time "to regain champion- 
ship stature but it can and will 
be accomplished. We are con- 
fident that a new emphasis on 
scouting will reduce this time to 
a minimum." 


Hunt said the new coach will 


not be involved in the negotia- 
tion and signing of players, a 
task he has now delegated to 
Steadman. 


"Because of the complexity of 


coaching," Hunt said, "player 
signing and the coaching end 
should be separated. The im- 
portant thing is -the produce on 
the field." 


Asked where Stram went 


wrong. Hunt said: "I can't put it 
in those terms... the cir- 
cumstances and the chemistry of 
this franchise dictated a 
change." 


Hunt said Strain's coaches are 


under contract until March 31, 
"but 
they can make ar- 


rangements to seek other em- 
ployment if they desire." 


The Chiefs, a charter member 


of the old American Football 
League, have just completed 
their 15th season. Strain's record 
was 129-79-10. 


Stram, a native of Gary, Inc., 


led his teams to AFL cham- 
pionships in 1962,1966 and 1969. 
His 1966 team lost to the Green 
Bay Packers 35-10 in the first 
Super Bowl.

New Orleans, La. — There'll be no more 


contact work for Nebraska's Cornhuskers until 
they take the field in Tulane Stadium for 
Tuesday night's Sugar Bowl football game 
against the Florida Gators. 


The Huskers put on their pads for the last 


time Friday afternoon for an hour and a half 
workout in the ^warmest and most humid 
weather they've had since their arrival here on 
Christmas eve. 


Practice Saturday will be at 10 a.m. in 


sweat clothes as1 Coach Tom Osborne and his 
staff continue to polish the offense and defense 
to be used against the Gators. 


The morning session was set to permit 


Florida to work in the afternoon. The Gators 
arrived just after dark Friday following a double 
practice in Gainesville earlier in the day. 


The Huskers plan to work under the lights 


Sunday and Monday evenings in an attempt to 
get used to the atmosphere of a night game, 
their first one of the 1974 season. Kickoff on 
Tuesday will be 7 p.m., Lincoln time. 


"I don't think playing at night will be a fac- 


tor once we've worked a couple of times under 
the lights," Osborne said. "The only thing that 
concerns me is the long wait the day of the 
game, but we'll probably let the players sleep 
late that morning." 


The 98-man Nebraska squad has been given 


some free time to enjoy the many sights and 
events in New Orleans, but Osborne has had bed 
checks each night at 1 a.m. "That may seem late 
to some people, but we feel they should have a 
chance to move around some," Osborne said. 


"We told them we didn't want them to do 


anything to embarrass themselves or the univer- 
sity and we've had no reports from anybody of 
any one of them being out of line." 


The Huskers were guests at Al Hirt's Club 


where the famous jazz trumpeter performed 


Friday night. They'll attend an awards dinner 
Saturday night along with members of the 
Florida team. The affair is an official Sugar 
Bowl function. 


Osborne plans to move up the bed check to 


11 p.m. Sunday and Monday as game time ap- 
proaches, but the players probably will get two 
hours of free time after the Sunday practice. 


The physical condition of the squad con- 


tinued to improve and there were no reports of 
additional players suffering from a 48-hour in- 
fluenza virus. 


Nebraska, which will be going after its sixth 


consecutive bowl game victory, is prepared for 
both a wet and dry field in Tulane Stadium, 
which has a "Poly Turf" artificial surface that 
feels softer than either the NU Memorial 
Stadium's AstroTurf or any Tartan covered 
field. Osborne thinks it's because of the pad un- 
der the carpet rather than the turf itself. 


Each Husker player has two pairs of shoes 


with him — one for a dry field and the other for 
a wet turf. 


Osborne indicated John O'Leary, who 


regained his No. 11-back job for the Oklahoma 
game after being slowed most of the year by a 
broken jaw, will start against the Gators. He 
said, however, freshman Monte Anthony will 
alternate with him by series. 


The Sugar Bowl game still isn't sold out and 


Cliff Kern, president of the sponsoring Mid- 
Winter Sports Association, says it probably 
won't be unless there is a last minute rush by 
fans to buy tickets. 


The game has been blacked out for televi- 


sion for the first time in ten years because of the 
slow ticket sale. Kern estimated "about 5,000" 
remain available, but others say the figure is 
close to 10,000. 


The stadium has 80,985 permanent seats, 


but a record crowd of 85,161 squeezed into the 
place a year ago for Notre Dame's thrilling 24-23 
victory over Alabama. 


Sanger Hoping Second Time Beffer With Pros

Rich Sanger is hoping the second time around will be 


better. 


The former Nebraska kicking standout is getting a second 


crack at professional football. This time with the Los Angeles 
Rams. 


"All my life I've wanted to play pro football," said Sanger, a 


senior at Nebraska who finished his football eligibility in 1973. 
"And this will probably be my last chance." 


Sanger, who signed with the Houston Oilers of the AFC last 


year, has signed a two-year contract for an undisclosed amount 
of money with the Rams of the NFC. 


"I got a bad impression of pro football lastyear with the 


Oilers. Maybe I was expecting too much. But this time around 
I'm a lot smarter and maybe I won't question the coaches so 
much," said Sanger. 


Sanger was released by the Oilers following an exhibition 


game with the Baltimore Colts this past summer. "They had 
trimmed their roster of punters from 15 down to two. Then 
following the game I was released without explanation," Sanger 
said. 


"The offer with the Rams is better than the one I had with 


the Oilers. I guess they can use another kicker and/or punter, 
and I couldn't think of a better club to be with," he added. "The 


location is good and the weather is good. I'd be happy to be in 
Los Angeles as long as I can." 


Sanger, a 6-0, 214-pounder,. who set the NCAA record for 


points after touchdowns with a career total of 157 successful 
kicks is the second highest scorer of all-time at Nebraska with 
220 points, behind Johnny Rodgers' 300. 


The Ovid, Colorado native, who returned to the NU campus 


this year after his tryout with the Oilers, has been helping the 
Huskers' kicking as a graduate assistant. 


"It helped me a lot. I got a lot of practice, both before and 


after practices besides working during the sessions," said 
Sanger. 


"What really helped was watching somebody else. When 


you see somebody else's mistakes then you can adjust for your 
own/' he added. 


But coaching has not replaced the desire for competition for 


Sanger. "I want to compete more than ever. Watching is about 
as much fun as going to a funeral." 


Following one of the Nebraska workouts this fall Sanger 


was practicing some kicking when NU's tight end and wingback 
coach, John Melton, asked Rams' scout Norm Folium to take a 
look at the Huskers' most prolific kicker ever. 


"I didn't know he was there watching me. But I was hitting 


real good and having one of my better days. I guess he liked 
what I was doing," Sanger commented. 


"John Melton has done so many good things for me. He was 


the one that got me to come here from high school," Sanger 
said. 


Sanger feels that he is ready for getting back into pro foot- 


ball and that if he maintains his present pace he will be able to 
find a place on the Rams roster. 


"I kick every day, just to keep up the pace. If I'm able to 


keep punting like I am now, I should be better than 75 per cent 
of the kickers in the NFL. But you never know what the 
difference is when you're just practicing and when you're in a 
game." 


"I'm more consistant than last year and that's what the pros 


are looking for. You have to be able to kick successfully from in- 
side the 40-yard line without missing because of the new rules 
that return the ball to the point a field goal was attempted if it 
misses," he added. 


"I'm going to try kicking both field goals and punts, but I'd 


rather be a punter if I had to choose," said Sanger, who 
averaged 40.1 yards during his Nebraska football career. 


"I've learned that I'll never question the coaches, and I'll do 


anything they ask. I guess that I was just spoiled by the NU 
coaches because they had such a good system — where they 
have a helpful attitude toward players and take a real interest in 
each person. At Houston, the coaches acted like the players 
were just something they had to put up with," he concluded. 


If the old saying, "Experience is the best teacher", is true, 


then Sanger should have a fruitful professional career ahead.

Despite repeated protests from downtown 
businessmen, the Lincoln Electric System (LES) 
Administrative Board Friday hiked steam rates 
by 81%. 


The board urged City Council adoption of the 
rate increase for implementation Jan. 1. 
Attorney J. Taylor Greer, calling the 
proposed rates “exorbitant,” said he will take the 
businessmen’s case to the City Council Monday 
night in an effort to overturn the board’s decision. 
Successful Earlier 
Greer was successful earlier this year in get­ 
ting the council to overturn another LES Board 
decision on the closing date for the K St. power 
plant, which produces the steam. The board had 
set a 1976 closing date for the plant. The law­ 
makers extended that deadline until 1977, 
The one-year extension will enable the city to 
study the possibility of building a central plant 
which would burn garbage for fael. the council 
said. 
Greer charged that the higher steam rates 


will force many LES customers to convert to 
another force of fuel, thus foreclosing the 
possibility of hooking into a central heating plant. 
Pay ‘Fair Share’ 
LES officials have argued that other electric 
ratepayers have footed the bill long enough for 
downtown steam users and contend that the 
steam customers should pay “their fair share.” 
According to LES figures, that share will be 
upped 81% from an average bill of $5 per 1,000 
pounds of steam to $9.07 per 1,000 pounds of 
steam. 
Greer charged that LES is improperly 
charging steam customers for other K St. opera­ 
tion costs and for electricity generated at the 
plant. 
LES Board member Betty McGendon said 
the board is vitally interested in keeping the 
downtown strong but argued that continuing the 
present subsidy to downtown merchants is not 
the way to do the job. She suggested the city 
could help the downtown by building more 
parking facilities which would benefit both the 
businessmen and the public. 
Group Favors Conc e ntra ting 
On Re de v e lopme nt Of Clinton 


A subcommittee recom­ 
mended Friday that most 
of the $499,000 in federal com­ 
munity development money 
expected next year be channeled 
into the Clinton neighborhood. 
That recommendation will be 
forwarded to the city's Com­ 
munity Development Task 
Force which is compiling a one- 
and three-year development 
program 
for 
Lin co ln ’s 
neighborhoods. 
Several representatives from 
other areas have questioned 
whether 
the 
Clinton 
neighborhood should receive 


most of next year’s federal 
dollars. 
Community Development 
Director Leo Scherer and Plan­ 
ning Director Doug Brogden 
recommended that Clinton be 
pegged as the city’s main 
redevelopment project next 
year. The officials argued that 
plans already are underway to 
redevelop that area, from 27th to 
33rd and Holdrege to the 
railroad tracks. 
The subcommittee agreed 
with members Coleen Seng and 
Steve Slaideu to urge the task 
force not to concentrate on the 


Clinton area alone. The group 
said other neighborhood needs 
should be studied and that infor­ 
mation should be gathered on 
the problems that the han­ 
dicapped and elderly face 
citywide in obtaining services.

A personal friend who said she 
spoke to Miss Vanderbilt two 
days before Christmas described 
the columnist as being “a little 
harried preparing for Christmas, 
but in good spirits. 
“She said she’d be seeing us 
right after New Year’s. I can’t 


think of any reason why she’d 
commit suicide.” 
The friend, who asked not to 
be identified, said Miss Vander­ 
bilt suffered from hypertension 
and had spent a few weeks in a 
hospital in August, “ but they got 
it under control and she went on 
a diet, lost weight and was 
feeling well ” 


It was in the late forties that 
Doubleday, Inc., approached 
Miss Vanderbilt to write a book 
about etiquette. 


“ I knew that it was going to be 
a four-year job,” she said at the 
time, “but I also knew that I 
wasn’t going to let the prospect 
of that much steady writing and 
research get me down ” 
She retired to ‘Daisyfields,’ 
her farm in Westport. Conn., 
where she began to write the 
“ New Complete Book of 
Etiquette,” a volume that would 
make her a nationally known 
authority on etiquette. 
Miss Vanderbilt was married 
four times, the last to Kellar, an 
assistant general counsel for the 
Mobil Oil Corp , in 1968 
She is survived by three sons, 
all from previous marriages.

LISBON, Portugal (AP) — 
Two passenger trains collided 
near Lisbon’s main station 
Friday, overturning a second- 
class car filled with travelers. 
Fifteen persons were killed and 
82 injured, officials said. 
Eyewitnesses said the trains 
were traveling in opposite direc­ 
tions on adjacent tracks and 
neither was going faster than 40 
miles an hour when the accident 
took place. 
They said the last car of the 
six-car train swayed wildly as it 
left the station and swung into 
the path of the inbound three-car 
train, which was already slowing 
as it neared the platform.

Washington — The prosecution wound 
up the final arguments at the Watergate 
cover-up trial Friday by telling the jurors it 
was now up to them tç “ balance the ac­ 
counts” and close the ledgers on 
Watergate. 


The jury will begin deliberation on Mon­ 
day, after instructions by Judge John J. 
Sirica. 


The defense lawyer, Jacob A. Stein, told 
the jury his client, Kenneth Wells Parkin­ 
son, had been “deceived” and “abused” by 
an assortment of White House and Nixon 
re-election campaign officials - including 
two of his co-defendants, former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell and former assistant Atty. 
Gen. Robert C. Mardian — when he was 
retained by the Nixon campaign in the 
summer of 1972 to handle the legal 
problems stemming from the Watergate 
break-in. 


“ It’s no fun casting stones,” the chief 
prosecutor, James F. Neal, told the jurv 
“This government that’s represented here 
does not cast stones with joy or happiness. 


Stein began to weep when he told the 
jury, toward the end of his argument, of 
Parkinson s good reputation, built up over 
more than 20 years as a lawyer. 


“But to keep society going, stones must 
be cast. People must be called to account.” 


Neal’s appeal capped a full and often 
emotional day in which one of the defense 
lawyers, summing up the case before his 
client, wept openly, and another of the 
prosecutors, summing up part of the 
government’s case, told of his pride that 
the country was “confident” and strong 
enough to have such a trial 


Stein was followed by Richard Ben- 
Veniste, giving the government’s rebuttal 
to the closing argument that had been 
made on behalf of H. R. Haldeman, once 
President Nixon's White House chief of 
staff and now another of the five defen­ 
dants on trial. 
Stein argued that the evidence did not 
support the two charges against Parkinson, 
conspiracy to obstruct justice and obstruc­ 
tion of justice. Ben-Veniste argued that the 
evidence proved the charges against 
Haldeman, and Neal argued that the 


evidence proved the charges against the 
other four defendants — Mitchell, Mar­ 
dian, Parkinson, and John D. Ehrlichman, 
once Nixon’s chief domestic affairs adviser. 
All five defendants are charged with the 
basic conspiracy count; all but Mardian are 
charged with obstruction of justice as well. 
Mitchell and Haldeman each face three ad­ 
ditional perjury charges; Ehrlichman, two 
perjury counts. 
Stein portrayed Parkinson as an “in­ 
nocent” lawyer with no experience in 
politics who was made into a “sitting 
duck" by various people at the campaign 
committee. 
He said Parkinson had had no reason to 
suspect Mitchell or the others — who were 
at that time “important people, the kind of 
people you'd want to meet, you'd like to 
drop their names.” 
So Parkinson proceeded trusting in 
them, and acting simply as a lawyer, 
“giving his all” to his client. 
Neal had given the government’s sum­ 
mation before the defense summation 
began. The statements that Ben-Veniste 
and Neal gave the jury later were designed 
to rebut the various defense statements. 
The government is allowed to put on a 
rebuttal argument because it carries the 
burden of proof in a criminal case. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 
Gov. Dale Bumpers announced 
Friday that he will resign at 
noon Jan. 3 so he may take his 
seat in the U.S. Senate at the 
earliest possible moment 
without legal complications. 
Lt. Gov. Bob Riley will serve 
the remainder of Bumpers’ 
term, which runs until Jan. 14. 
Bumpers’ announcement at a 
news conference ended weeks of 
speculation over how he would 
handle the move from the state 
capital to Washington. 
After Bumpers’ announce­ 
ment Riley said in a statement 
telephoned to news media that 
he regarded his role as interim 
governor “ simply as one of 
making 
the 
transition 
smoother.” 
Bumpers was caught in a con­ 
stitutional dilemma. The U.S. 
constitution says the term of a 
newly elected senator begins at 
noon Jan. 3. The state constitu­ 
tion declares that no member of 
Congress may hold the office of 
governor. 
Bumpers and his legal advisor. 
Richard Arnold of Texarkana, 
had said Thursday that did not 
believe the two constitutional 
provisions would bar Bumpers 
from finishing his term. 
Another state constitution 
provision kept Bumpers from 
taking advantage of the fact that 
J. William Fulbright, whom he 
defeated for the Senate seat, has 
resigned effective Dec. 31. The 
constitution says that a governor 
cannot resign to accept a Senate 
appointment. 
An appointment effective Dec. 
31 would have given Bumpers a 
seniority advantage over some 
other freshman senators.

Gators Pass Quite A Bit 


New Orleans, La. — Although Florida averaged throwing 


just short of an average of 13 passes a game en route to an 8-3 
season which earned the Gators a Sugar Bowl berth against 
Nebraska, passing isn't a particular concern of NU coach Tom 
Osborne. 


"I still think the primary concern when you play against a 


wishbone team has to be the running game even though they do 
throw well," Osborne said Friday after his Cornhuskers held 
their final workout in pads. 


Wishbone teams all run the same plays, but the proportion 


of what they run differs depending on personnel, Osborne said. 


"Some will run options more, some will run inside more," 


he said. "They try to capitalize on individual strengths. For in- 
stance, the counter dive is probably Oklahoma's No. 1 play. 
They get everything going one way and then pop ' Joe 
Washington back on a dive play to the weak side." 


He said Florida doesn't run that play as much because the 


Gators probably don't have the one back they plan to capitalize 
on like Washington. 


"But they've got a very good fullback in Jimmy DuBose," 


Osborne quickly added. "I think he might be better than (Jim) 
Uttrell (OU's fullback). He's just a good'football player." 


The Husker coach said Florida has a good runner in 


freshman Tony Green, who rushed for 856 yards to set a single 
season Gator school record while starting only two of 11 regular 
season games. 


"Maybe he's not a Joe Washington, but he's a great back," 


Osborne added. Green's average per rush was 6.4 yards, a figure 
topped only by wingback Don Westbrook among" Husker 
regulars. Westbrook's average was 6.8 yards while I-back Monte 
Anthony averaged 5.4 yards in leading NU ball carriers. Tony 
Davis and John O'Leary each averaged an even five yards. 


Quarterbacks Share Duty 


Florida has two quarterbacks who play almost equal time 


even though Don Gaffney has gotten the most pre-bowl publici- 
ty. The other one is freshman Jimmy Fisher. 


"Gaffney is probably a more elusive runner than either of 


the wishbone quarterbacks we've faced, but he's probably not as 
strong as Steve Davis of Oklahoma," Osborne said. "Davis is a 
strong runner with great execution." The other wishbone QB 
was Charlie Weatherbie of Oklahoma State. 


Between Gaffney and Fisher, the total yardage gained was 


542 before subtracting losses while attempting to pass. Each got 
loose for at least one long run to indicate they're dangerous 
customers. 


So, the combination of the fullback DuBose, halfback 


Green, and the quarterbacks easily explains why Osborne is 
more concerned about the Gator running game. 


The NU coach also was impressed by the play of Florida's 


offensive and defensive lines, which he said have good size. 
"Somehow I pictured them as not being that big, but they're 
very big and very mobile," he said. 


"Defensively I was tremendously impressed with them in 


the game I saw personally against Miami," Osborne said. "They 
would definitely have to be as good a defensive team as any 
we've faced this year, including Oklahoma." 


He didn't think Oklahoma was as good on defense this year 


as last season, but he said the Sooners' good offense controls the 
ball so well their defense doesn't have a lot of heat put on it. 
"The other team just never has the football," he concluded.

The new year could bring new adventures to Nebraska’s 
4-H 'ers who apply to participate in a variety of international 
programs. Because the due dates for those applications fall 
in January, interested youth are urged to check with theii 
county Extension office for application blanks now. 
To allow more people to participate, the deadline for the 
international 4-H programs has been set back to Jan. 15. an­ 
nounced Dr. John D. Orr, Associate State 4-H Leader. These 
programs include the Nebraska-Japan Exchange, the Inter­ 
national 4-H Youth Exchange Representative (IF Y E ), Teen 
Caravan and IF Y E Ambassador. 
The Japanese program got off to a flying start last year 
when over 120 Japanese youth between 11-19 years of age 
visited in Nebraska for a month while 63 Nebraskans 
traveled to Japan. The 1975 schedule calls for another group 
of Nebraska 4-H’ers to visit Japan July 23-Aug. 22 under a 
projected cost of $950 per person. The minimum age is 13 
years, said Orr. This experience is open to a limited number 
of adults who will serve as coordinators. 
The IF Y E Representative program offers an in-depth 
experience in one country with an optional personal-expense 
travel period. Most live with host families. Individuals 19-25 
years of age are eligible and the programs are from 10 weeks 
to five months. Departures are in spring, summer and fall to 
all continents, involving 25 countries. There is a $1,300 U.S. 
delegate fee and Nebraska has several sponsors who help 
finance individuals. 
The Teen Caravan program offers a four to eight week 
stay in a country with a host family arrangement. Young peo­ 
ple 17-20 are eligible to join a Caravan for Europe, Asia, the 
Caribbean, or Central America. Costs range from $825 to $1,- 
250. 


The Ambassador program offers a group experience 
with an opportunity to visit several countries, live with host 
families, and become acquainted with other languages 
through a planned program led by qualified group leaders. 
High school freshmen through seniors are eligible for this 
program. 
Other programs for adults include the International 
Youth Development Project (YDP), International Extension 
4-H Travel Seminars, and Professional Rural Youth Leader 
Exchange (P Y R LE ).

Administrative Board Friday hiked steam rates

Attorney J. Taylor Greer, calling the 


proposed rates "exorbitant," said he will take the 
businessmen's case to the City Council Monday 
night in an effort to overturn the board's decision. 


Successful Earlier 


""Greer was successful earlier this year in get- 


ting-the council to overturn another LES Board 
decision on the closing date for the K St. power 
plant, which produces the steam. The board had 
ser'a 1976 closing date for the plant/The law- 
makers extended that deadline until 1977. 


The one-year extension will enable the city to 


study the possibility ofbuilding a central plant" 
which would burn garbage for Ael, the council 
sajcL 
- 
/ 


"jGreer charged that the higher steam rates 


will force many LES customers to convert to 
another force of fuel, thus foreclosing the 
possibility of hooking into a central heating plant. 


Pay 'Fair Share' 


LES officials have argued "that other electric 


ratepayers have footed the bill long enough for 
downtown steam users and contend that the 
steam customers should pay "their fair share." 


According to LES figures, that share will be 


upped 81% from an average bill of $5 per 1,000 
pounds of steam to |9.07 per 1,000 pounds of 
steam. 


Greer charged that LES is improperly 


charging steam customers for other K St. opera- 
tion costs and for electricity generated at the 
plant. 


LES Board member Betty McClendon said 


the board is vitally interested in -keeping the 
downtown strong but argued that continuing the 
present subsidy to downtown merchants is not 
the way to do the job. She suggested' the city 
could help the downtown by building more 
parking facilities which would benefit both the 
businessmen and the public. 


Group Favors Concentrating 
On Redevelopment Of Clinton

15 Killed 
On Train 
At Lisbon 


LISBON, Portugal (AP) - 


Two passenger trains collided 
near Lisbon's main station 
Friday, overturning a second- 
class car filled with travelers. 
Fifteen persons were killed and 
82 injured; officials said. 


Eyewitnesses said the trains 


were traveling in opposite direc- 
tions on adjacent tracks and 
neither was going faster than 40 
miles an hour when the accident 
took place. 


They said the last car of the 


six-car train swayed wildly as it 
left the station and swung into 
the path of the inbound three-car 
train, which was already slowing 
as it neared the platform. 


They said the driver of the in- 


coming train braked but could 
not avoid the swaying carriage. 
1 The collision tore the side of 
the carriage open and bounced 
one of the trains 50 yards up the 
track before it came "to a stop. 


Ambulances from all over 


Lisbon ran relays from the 
railyard outside the station to 
Sao Jose and Santa Maria 
hospitals. 


Washington — The prosecution wound 


up the final arguments at the Watergate 
cover-up trial Friday by telling the jurors it 
was now up to them to "balance the ac- 
counts-" and close 'the ledgers on 
Watergate. 


The jury will begin deliberation on Mon- 


day, after instructions by Judge John J. 
Sirica. 


"It's no fun casting stones," the -chief 


prosecutor, James F. Neal, told the jury. 
"This government that's represented here 
does not cast stones with joy or happiness. 


"But to keep society going, stones must 


be cast. People must be called to account." 


Neal's appeal capped a full and often 


emotional day in which one of the defense 
lawyers, summing up the case before his 
client, wept openly, and another of the 
prosecutors, summing up part of the 
government's case, told of his pride that 
the country was "confident" and strong 
enough to have such a trial. 


The defense lawyer, Jacob A. Stein, told 


the jury his client, Kenneth Wells Parkin- 
son, had been "deceived" and "abused" by 
an assortment of White House and Nixon 
re-election campaign officials — including 
two of his co-defendants, former Atty. Gen. 
John N. Mitchell and former assistant Atty. 
Gen. Robert C. Mardian — when he was 
retained by the Nixon campaign in the 
summer of 1972 to handle the legal 
problems stemming from the Watergate 
break-in. 


Stein began to weep when he told the 


jury, toward the end of his argument, of 
Parkinson's good reputation, built up over 
more than 20 years as a lawyer. 


Stein was followed by Richard Ben- 


Veniste, giving the government's rebuttal 
to the closing argument that had been 
made on behalf of H. R. Haldeman, once 
President Nixon's White House chief of 
staff and now another of the five defen- 
dants on trial. 


Stein argued that the evidence did not 


support the two charges against Parkinson, 
conspiracy to obstruct justice and obstruc- 
tion of justice. Ben-Vemste argued that the

To Resign 
On Jan. 3 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 


Gov. Dale Bumpers announced 
Friday that he will resign at 
noon Jan. 3 so he may take his 
seat in the U.S. Senate at the" 
earliest possible moment 
without legal complications. 


Lt. Gov. Bob Riley will serve 


the remainder of Bumpers' 
term, which runs until Jan. 14. 


Bumpers' announcement at a 


news conference ended weeks of 
speculation over how he would 
handle the move from the state 
capital to Washington. 


After Bumpers' announce- 


ment Riley said in a statement 
telephoned to news media that 
he regarded his role as interim 
governor "simply as one of 
making 
the 
transition 


smoother." 


Bumpers was caught in a con- 


stitutional dilemma. The U.S. 
constitution says the term of a 
newly elected senator begins at 
noon Jan. 3. The state constitu- 
tion declares that no member of 
Congress may hold the office of 
governor. 


Bumpers and his legal advisor, 


Richard Arnold of Texarkana, 
had said Thursday that did not 
believe the two constitutional 
provisions would bar Bumpers 
from finishing his term. 


Another state constitution 


provision kept Bumpers from 
taking advantage of the fact that 
J. William Fulbright, whom he 
defeated for the Senate seat, has 
resigned effective Dec. 31. The 
constitution says that a governor 
cannot resign to accept a Senate 
appointment. 


An appointment effective Dec. 


31 would have given Bumpers a 
seniority advantage over some 
other freshman senators.

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International Trips 
Scheduled By 4-H 


The new^year could bring new adventures to Nebraska's 


4-H'ers who-apply to participate in a variety of international 
programs. Because the due dates for those applications fall 
in January, interested youth are urged to check with thai 
county Extension office for application blanks now. 


To allow more people to participate, the deadline for the 


international 4-H programs has been set back to Jan. 15, an- 
nounced Dr. John D. Orr, Associate State 4-H Leader. These 
programs include the Nebraska-Japan Exchange, the Inter- 
national 4-H Youth Exchange Representative (IFYE), Teen 
Caravan and IFYE Ambassador 


The Japanese program got off to a flying start last year 


when over 120 Japanese youth between 11-19 years of age 
visited in Nebraska for a month while 63 Nebraskans 
traveled to Japan The 1975 schedule calls for another group 
of Nebraska 4-H'ers to visit Japan July 23-Aug. 22 under a 
projected cost of $950 per person The minimum age is 13 
years, said Orr. This experience is open to a limited number 
of adults who will serve as coordinators. 


The IFYE Representative program offers an in-depth 


expenence in one country with an optional personal-expense 
travel period. Most live with host families. Individuals 19-25 
years of age are eligible and the programs are from 10 weeks 
to five months Departures are in spring, summer and fall to 
all continents, involving 25 countries There is a $1,300 U S 
delegate fee and Nebraska has several sponsors who help 
finance individuals. 


The Teen Caravan program offers a four to eight week 


stay in a country with a host family arrangement. Young peo- 
ple 17-20 are eligible to join a Caravan for Europe, Asia, the 
Caribbean, or Central America. Costs range from $825 to $1,- 
250 


The Ambassador program offers a group experience 


with an opportunity to visit several countries, live with host 
families, and become acquainted with other languages 
through a planned program led hy qualified group leaders 
High school freshmen through seniors are eligible for this 
program 


Other programs for adults include the International 


Youth Development Project (YDP), International Extension 
4-H Travel Seminars, and Professional Rural Youth Leader 
Exchange (PYRLE).
